Connnelly’s reputation is .considered good. 
He has been employed in South Chicago for’ 
two or three years, and those who know 
him considered him an exemplary young 
man.

Sorrow Only for Daughter. 

There was sorrow only for the murdered 
daughter in the Davis household. That the 
father was’ gone was but a relief to the 
mother and her.only son. Mrs. Davis’ ac- 
count of. her married life was.a.tale of re- 
peated attacks, which found their climax in 
the double tragedy. 

'“ He is dead,”’ said she, “‘ but I can only 
say that he was a hard husband and a terri- 
ble father. He objected to the marriage of 
Harry Connelly and Helen ever since the 
young man first came to the house, over two 
months. ago. He pleaded at first, but soon 


began to treat her with great brutality. His: 


objection to Connelly was simply that he was 
a bartender. I thought’ the young man was 
of good. character, and would make my 
daughter a good husband. They: were to 


have ‘been married next week, or as goon as 
-Harry obtained a good position. 


In one of my husband's attacks on Helen 
he kicked her and she was ill for two weeks 
from the shock. Then she left home and re- 
mained with Mrs. George Curran, 315 Ninety- 
first street, for a time. . Then she went to 
Mrs. Graham’s and remained with her for. 
two weeks. For several days past Mr. Davis. 
had been worrying about her absence.’ I had 
requetted Mrs. Graham never to allow the 
father and daughter to talk to each other 
alone, as.I feared violence on his part. This 
afternoon Mr. Davis persuaded me-to appeal 
to Helen. personally to come back. I went 
to Mrs. Graham’s, but the girl refused to 
return, saying she would always fear her 
father’s brutal attacks. 


Chokes His Wife in Afternoon. | 


“ After’ I returned home Mr. Davis at- 
tacked me, throwing me to the floor and 
choking me until I was nearly insensible, 
and taking from me $16, the savings of my 
son Robert, which he had intrusted to me. 
He was preoccupied the remainder of the 
afternoon, and about 5 o'clock went to his 
bedroom and secured his revolver. I thought 
little of it at the time, as he generally was 
armed. Shortly before 6 o'clock he came up 
to me and embracing me bade me good-by. 
‘I don’t want to leave,’ he sald, ‘ for I love 
you, Catherine.’ I replied that his treat- 
ment of me hardly bore out the remark. 
Then he kissed me and left the house.

At the military headquarters, one of the 
principal, officials doing temporary service 
for the city, said: “ Before the storm i had 
a good home and good income. I felt rich. 
My house is gone and my business. The 
fact is I don’t even own the clothes I stand 
before you in. I borrowed them.” | 

Now these are not exceptional cases. They 
are fairly typical. Men who worked forsal- | 
aries, who rented or owned good houses and 
considered themselves fairly well provided 
for, as the world goes, are today, by thous 
sands, not only penniless, but witheut food, -

Large Number of Bombs Discovered. 

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 15.—[Special.}—A lot 
of explosive bombs were discovered this aft- 
‘ernoon at Bunker Hill, a hamlet three miles" 
from this place, populated almost exéluSive- ' 
ly by Italians who are stanch union men. ; 
The bombs are similar in character to those | 
which caused the terrible explosion and loss 
of.life on South Eighth street, Philadelphia. 
It is feared that the Italians, who are a 
desperate lot, will use the explosives. The 
bombs were manufactured by the Italians, 
it is believed, in anticipation of the strike. 
It is expected that the explosives will be 
seized by the local authorities. The discov- 
ery created intense excitement, and for a 
time an outbreak was feared, but prompt 
police measures quieted matters. 


‘ Railroads Reducing Forces.

RAISE COAL PRICES 75 CENTS. 


8S. Bichardson & Co. Announce a 
Jump to $7 in Anthracite—Rush 
_ of Purchasers Unprecedented. 


Alarmed by the magnitude which the 
strike of the anthracite coal miners already 
has assumed, and with the belief it is likely 
to paralyze operations throughout nearly 
all the mining belt, one Chicago firm, O. 8. 
Richardson & Co., announced yesterday that 
it would advance the retail price of nut 
This is an ad- 
vance of 75 cents at one jump, and, inas- 
much as the opinion has been expressed 
that the advance would not amount to more 
than 50 cents within the next month and 
then only if the strike should prove to be 
thoroughly effective, the prospective jump 
will come as a surprise. It is not clear, 
howeyer, that the advance will be general, 
although it has been expected that there 
wotld be an advance of 25 cents during the 
week. It is probable, however, the advance 
will become general within a few days, and 
certainly so if the strike assumes the pro- 
portions it.now promises to. 

It has been the fear of some such sudden 
jump that has caused the offices of the 
various.large anthracite companies to be 
beseiged for the last week with anxious 
consumers, and their number has steadily 
increased as the week wore on. Yesterday 
dealers found it practically Impossible ‘to 
take care of customers, and it is said there 
riever has been such a rush for coal before 
in the history of*Chicago. Country cus- 
tomers have been making most vigorous 
efforts to secure what supplies they could 
from the large Chicago firms, and altogether 
there has been a sort of purchasers’ panic 
on during the entire week. 

**One would think there was a likelihood 
of Chicago being entirely without fuel,’ said 
a prominent dealer, “ judging from the fran- 
tic anxiety of consumers. This is a ground- 
less fear, for, while there is an excellent 
prospect of decidedly higher prices for an- 
thracite and possibly no supplies to be had 
within a few weeks, there is certain to be 
an- unlimited supply of bituminous coal. 
Consumers will have to pay more for the 
latter, probably 50 or 75 cents a ton, but 
at these figures there will be enough for 
all possible demands. There is not going 
to be any fuel famine, and I shall be sur- 
prised if the threatened scarcity amounts 
to anything near present apprehensions.”’

FIRST COLD WAVE OF 
THIS SEASON COMING 
FROM THE NORTHWEST. 


| Due to Reach Chicago This Morning— 


Light Frost Considered Likely and 
an End to Torridity for the Year— 
Crops Practically Out of Danger. 


A cold wave, the first one of the season, 
is headed for Chicago from the Northwest, 
and it is almost certain that there will be a 
frost here tomorrow morning. The cold prob- 
ably will last for three or four days and will 
require the use of overcoats and heavy 
wraps. 

The “* Medicine Hat " season has returned, 
and while no report was received from that 
initial point for frigidity last night, the re- 
port from Cdaigary, in the same section, 
showed that the mercury went down to 38° 
at 7 p. m., with a high barometer and indi- 
cations for clear weather, which means that 
Calgary probably had a temperature before 
morning three or four degrees below freezing. 

The cold wave is coming this way and is 
due to make itself felt this morning: The 
thermometer will be down to 50° degrees to- 
day and to 45° by tomorrow morning. - 

“It is considerably more than an even 
chance that Chicago and vicinity will get 
a frost tomorrow morning,” said Professor 
Cox of the Weather bureau last evening, 
“ and it may extend down nearly to the center 
of the State, It will not be a heavy one, if 
it comes.’’ 

The Weather bureau has sent out warn- 
ings for a heavy frost for the Dakotas 
and Minnesota and for an ordinary frost for 
Nebraska, Iowa, Wisconsin, and northern: 
Michigan. It is not believed that any crops ' 
are in danger from the frost in the sections 
mentioned, with the exception of the flax 
in the Dakotas and Minnesota, and possibly 
cranberries in Wisconsin. flax crop is 
in the most danger. 

“Frost at Chicago on Sept. 17 is earlier 
than the average,”’ said Professor Cox, “ and 
considering the high temperatures which 
bave prevailed here for the last two months 
it is unexpectedly early. But during the last 
thirty years frost has come as early or earlier 
on seven or eight years, and one year we had 
a frost on Sept.2. Sunday will be the coolest 
day since early last spring, and Monday whl 
be still cooler.”

**So far this year the exports have ex- 
ceeded by $100,000,000 the total for the years 

894, 1895, and 1806 altogether. It is of- 
ficially estimated that the exports for the 
calendar year of 1900 will reach the wonder- 
ful figure of $1,400,000,000, and if the ex- 
ports during the remaining four months of 
this year equal those of the same months of 
1809 the total for 1900 will be $1,381 ,000,000. 

“Twelve years ago the exports of the 
United States were ‘only $695,000,000. 

** Doubling the national sales abroad in 
a dozen years is a pretty good ending for 
the nineteenth century. Figures don’t lie, 
my friends. And I want to make another 
statement that I made publicly a few months 
ago, for I got it directly from the statis- 
ticlan of the Treasury department at the 
time that during. one hundred years prior 
to the administration of Willlam McKinley 
the net balance \to the credit of the United 
States upon our foreign commerce was 
$866,000,000, for one hundred years aggre- 
gated.. . 

For the first three years after the be- 
ginning of William McKinley the net bal- 
ance to the credit of Uncle Sam’s ledger 
was $1,400,000,000. If that is commercialism, 
let us have some more of it. The people 
can stand that kind of commercialism. 

‘Here is anotheriitem. I had almost for- 
gdtten it. ‘A big order for locomotives, 
Philadelphia. An order received today for 
twenty-two heavy freight engines from New 
Zealand. Another order on which work has 
just begun was for six locomotives for 
the Rio Tinto Mining company in Spain.’ 
That is only one day’s items. On the ist 
of August, 1878, for the first time In the his- 
tery of our country, the balance of trade 
of manufactured goods was—now, notice 
the difference—of the products of our shops 
and factories, was on the right side. In 
other words, that we had exported to for- 
eign countries more of our manufactured 
products that we had imported. We were 
a long time getting to the quarter pole, 
but we got there. And when the finish is 
made you will find the other fellows wil! 
be at the three-quarter pole. 

“TI tell you, my friends, that I do want to 
sound a note of warning. There is evidence 
on all sides in our country that the Repub- 
lcan party feels that it has a sure thing; that 
William McKinley will be re#lected, and 
therefore they do not feel called upon to 
exert any extraordinary effort to contribute 
their share towards assuring it.

Filipinos Semi-Savages.* 


* The speaker then took up the Philippine 


vestion: — 
a The Philippines are a group of islands, 
nearly 1,000 in\number. The inhabitants of 
the islands lack racial unity; and they have 
in their relations with us thus far proven 
treacherous and unreliable. They have for 
bundreds of years been under monarchial 
rule and do not understand the first prin- 
ciples of self-government. Under present 
conditions their self-government could not 
result in anything but a small, cruel, and 
corrupt oligarchy, if Aguinaldo were recog- 
nized and his government maintained by the 


forces of the United States. If the. United” 


States should remove the strong hand of 
authority from the islands there would prob- 
ably be anarchy. A small fraction of the 
people, represented by Aguinaldo and his 
tribe, could not be recognized as in any way 
representative of the entire population. And 
if they were representative of the entire pop- 
ulation their authority would probably mean 
the massacre of the foreigners in Manila 
and a reign of bloodshed and tyranny. If 
the United States should withdraw its sov- 
e ty from the Philippines it would not 
be liberty which would result, as our Demo- 
cratic friends maintain, but it would be 
license, and anarchy, and misery, and 


_wretchedness unspeakable.” 


Testimony of the Commission. 

Referring to Professor Dean C. Worces- 
ter’s well-remembered speech before the 
Hamilton club on the Filipinos, Mr. Dawes 
added: 

“It was the unanimous opinion,of the 
first Philippine commission, composed of the 
following members, President, J. G. Schur- 
man of Cornell University, Professor Dean 
Worcester, Charles Denby, late Minister to 
China; Admiral Dewey, and General Otis, 
that the inhabitants of the Philippine Islands 
are at present unfit for self-governmeént. 

“The standing and character of these gen- 
tlemen cannot be impugned, and their con- 
clusions, made after a most painstaking and 
careful personal investigation, and after 
months spent in personal contact with con- 
ditions in the Philippines, must be regarded 
as conclusive, supported as they are by the 
evidence of other distinguished men who 
have visited the islands.” \ 


. Announce Administration’s 


The speaker, who, as a representative of the 
administration, is clothed with authority, 
thus defines its present policy: 

“The Democrats in this campaign ignore 
the question as to what will happen to thé 
rights of the majority of the individual 
Filipinos if they are allowed a so-called self- 
government, for the discussion of what they 
call the right of the Filipino race, or rather 
races, to self-government. 

“We maintain that the -proposition that 
the Filipino races should have self-govern- 
ment becomes fundamentally important only 
when it is demonstrated that the so-called 
self-government will protect the inhabitants 
of the islands in their individua) and in- 
alienable rights to life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. It is well, in the midst 
of the assertions of our opponents’ that we 
are opposing the principles of freedom in 
advocating the control of the United States 
over the Filipinos, to remember the follow- 
ing truths: 

* First—That freedom is something of 
primary importance, first to the individual. 

** Second—That no matter by what name 
we may call a government it is not a free 
government unless it is able to protect its 
individual members in their inalienable 
rights. 

“ Third—That if the United States is not 
convinced that upon its withdrawal a so- 
called self-government of the Filipinos can 
secure to the inhabitants of the islands, in- 
cluding its foreigners, their rights to life, 
liberty, and pursuit of happiness, when by 
retaining sovereignty it can do so, then the 
United States strikes a blow at the freedom 
of 10,000,000 people and lets them pass into 
the control of some foreign monarchy, or, 
what is infinitely worse, into the hands of a 
half savage and cruel oligarchy, probably 
headed by the briber and assassin Aguin- 
aldo.” 


Native Participation in Government. 
-In the statement of the government plans 
Mr. Dawes makes a bold avowal of reten- 
tion of sovereignty over the islands. He 
said: 

‘In so far as it can be done without en- 
dangering the stability of the government 
there, and therefore endangering the liber- 
ties of the inhabitants, the United States 
proposes and has always proposed to give 
the Filipinos themselves every opportunity 
to participate in the government up to the 
limit of their capacity. In his letter of ac-’ 
ceptance the President makes this clear. 
With the sovereignty of the United States 
established, the Filipino and the resident for- 
eigner alike are guaranteed protection to life, 
liberty, and property, and equal justice 
under a law impartially and honestly ad- 
ministered. The strong hand of the United 
States, compelling justice, punishing the 
criminals and the oppresaors, heiping the 
poor, protecting life and property, and 
guaranteeing equality to all. under the law, 
will bring to these beautiful islands the

Mr. Bryan then passed on to @ discussion 
of the effects of the trusts, asserting that 
in law the business is gravitating toward 
the offices of the big corporation attorney, 
while less fortunate practitioners. are be- 
coming clerks; that the actors suffer from 
the theatrical trust; that the small man- 
ufacturer is constantly menaced; that the 
merchant is losing his independence; that 
there is overproduction in many lines; that 
the production of iron is falling off; that 
| woolen mills are running at less than half 
their capacity; that cotton manufacturers 
are threatening to either reduce wages or 
shut down temporarily; that business fai)- 
ures have been greater during each month 
of 1900 than they were during the same 
months of last year. 

Coming to remedies for the trust evil Mr. 


Bryan said: 

“The Republican party has no remedy 
for the trusts. Publicity is good, but pub- 
licity alone is not sufficient. The practices 
of the trust must not only be made known, 
they must be prevented. j 


Some Democratic Bemedies. 
. “The Democratic platform contains a de- 
/ mand for legislation which will place trusi- 
made articles on the free list. There is no 
doubt that such a law would protect the peo- 
ple from much of the extortion which is 
practiced under cover of high tariff laws. 

* Bue we are not willing to stop at one 
remedy. We desire to apply.every remedy 
within the power of the State and federal 
governments. Congressional action is not 
necessary to destroy a trust which confines 
its operations to a single city or a singie 
State. Such a trust can be exterminated by 
State legislation. 

“It is within the power of the State to 
prescribe the conditions upon which corpora- 
tions shall be organized, and these conditions 
should be such as to prevent a private 
monopoly and to place limitations upon out- 
side corporations doing business within the 
State. 

‘‘ This, however, is not sufficient. Congress 
must codperate with the State in preventing 
the organization of any interstate monopoly. 
Without impairing the present authority of 
the State, Congress can provide that corpora- 
tions organized in any State shall not do 
business outside of the State until certain 
necessary conditions have been complied 


with.”

Kenosha, Wis., Sept. 15.—[Spectal. }—Early 
this morning the life saving crew discovered 
a two-masted schooner about two miles 
off shore with flag at half mast and union 
down.

Mrs. O’Neill’s attorneys intimate that they 
will’ begin proceedings for restitution be- 
‘cause of unjust arrest of their client. They 
uestioned 
the right of the court to restrain her under 
the bankruptcy. statutes. If it is true that 
she is wrongfully under arrest she may be 
able to collect damages.

Board of Assessors Raises the Schedules 
of Personal Property Submitted 


The Board of Assessors is busily engaged in 
compiling. the schedules of personal proper- 
ty sent in by railroad companies and in 
making. estimates in cases of failure to 
schedule. This class of property last year 
was valued at more than $6,000,000 by the 
Board of Review, and the increases made by 
the Assessors may bring this figure to $10,- 
000,000, or even higher. The chief item of in- 
crease is in the cash on hand. 

In the case of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad company, which scheduled 
$21,084 as the value of its South Town per- 
sonal property in office fixtures and other 
articles not under the jurisdiction of the 
State Board of Equalization, the Assessors 
made an increase of $327,344 for cash in bank. 
The Chicago and Western Indiana railroad 
property also suffered a large increase, 
from $8,000 in the South Town to $294,600.

BODY OF STRANGER | 


MES. J. 0. SMITH PREPARES TO 
BURY WRONG MAN. 


‘Detention Hospital Clerk Makes Er- 


roneous Eautry in Recording Her 
Husband's Name — Mistake Leads 
Wife to Believe Him Dead and Ar- 
range for Funeral—Discevers Error 
When Coffin Is Opened—Finds Spouse 
Recovering at Dunning Asylum. | 


Reunited to a husband whom she belleveA 
dead, and for whose funeral she had made 
preparations, Mrs. J. C. Smith, 213 Twenty- 
sixth street, is trying to forget the suffering 
occasioned by a mistake made by an entry 
clerk in the Cook County Vetention Hos- 
pital. Through the error of the clerk, who 


entered the address of J. C. Smita after the 
name of.J. A. Smith, Mrs. Smith was in- 


formed that her husband was dead, and 


‘upon her request the body of J. A. Smith, a 


stranger, was delivered to her for bur‘al. 
The mistake was discovered yesterday 
when the body was delivered tu Mrs. Bmith, 


and when upon examination of it she dis- 
, covered that her husband wasaltvo. “Almost 


prostrated by the suddenness of Ler dis- 
covery the woman rushed from her resi- 
dence, where the body of the rug 4 was 
lying, and, taking a‘train to tie nning 
Insane Asylum, found her husband alive and 

While the mistake of the county employé 
remained ‘undiscovered, Mrs. Smith was 
caused no little sorrow.. When apprised of 
the death of the man believed 'to be her hus- 
band, Mrs. Smith suffering from in- 
juries that had been inflicted by her insane 
spouse. These injuries‘did not deter her 
from doing what she could to secure 
for hima decent funeral. From, house. 
to house she went, collecting small sums of 
money from her friends, until from nine- 
teen of them she has secured $3.06. . . 


Deliver Stranger’s Corpse. 

After she had secured this monpy and had 
been promised assistance by a friendly under- 
taker she notified the Dunning authorities 
to send her the body of her husband. Yes- 
terday morning an undertaker’s wagon drove 
up in front of her house and a plain pine 
board coffin was carried to her room. Then, 
with the aid of her sister, Mrs. Beatrice 
Cleveland, she removed the cover of the 
coffin and found the body of a man she did 
not know. The sight was too much for her 
overstrung nerves, and she fainted. . Upon re- 
covering she insisted on leaving her home 
and going to the asylum. 

In the meantime the body delivered to 
Mrs. Smith had been removed to the under- 
taking rooms of Jacob L. Park, 8155 State 
street, where it was lying last night. It ts 
believed that the man had no friends in 
Chicago and that it will remain there until 
buried by the county. 

John C. Smith, the husband of Mrs. Smith, 
lost his mind two weeks ago. He was taken 
to the Detention Hoepital and at the same 
time a man whose name was given as John 
A. Smith was at the hospital. In entering 
the names of the two men upon the books 
the clerk at the hospital placed the address 
of John C. Smith after the name of John A. 
Smith. After the name of John C. Smith 


‘was made the entry “ no friends.” 


Erroneous Entry Transferred. | 

When the two men were transferred to the 
County Asylum at Dunning the entries were 
transferred to the books at that institution. 
On Sept. 11 John A. Smith died. Superintend- 
ent Lange notified the people Hving at the 
number given as the residence of the dead 
man of his death, and Mrs. John C. Smith, 
naturally supposing that it was her husband 
who had died, notified the superintendent 
that she would claim the body. She failed 
to appear at the asylum to identify it, how- 
ever, and nothing more was heard from her 
by Mr. Lange until Friday, when she re- 
quested him to send the body of John Smith 
to her home. 

At Mrs. Smith's home last night her sister 
told how the womian who believed that she 
was a widow had made every effort to raise 


sufficient money to bury her husband. 


*“ Jessie had been in bed for some time,” 
she said, “‘ but when she heard John was 
dead she insisted on leaving her bed and se- 
curing money enough to bury her husband. 
She had no money herself, and we had none 
to give her, so she visited all her friends 
and borrowed money from them.” .

Dr. Allen B. Clayton,.city health official of 
Evanston, died shortly after 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning at the Augustana Hospital. 
He was removed there about a week ago and

ASK FOR SMALL PARK LAW 


CITY COMMISSION DESIRES OUT- 
LINE FOR A BILL... , 


Requests H.-S. Mecartney te Draft a 
Measure Covering Necessary Legis- 
Ordinance May Be 
Amended as Result of Suit—Alder- 
man Mavor Discevers Illegal Side- 
walk Construction—Constables Ar- 
rest Unlicensed Milk Dealers. 


S. Mecartney of the law firm of Oliver & 
sierasthen, who is drafting the Civic fed- 
eration bill for park consolidation, has been 
requested by the city Small Parks commis- 
sion to outline a measure covering légisiation 
needed for the establishment of small parks 
and playgrounds. It is intended to ask the 
Legislature to pass a bill authorizing special 
assessments for park purposes and the issue 
of bonds to cover the city's proportion of 
expenses. 

The opinion of the commission is that the 
two park measures ought not to be identified 
with each other when presented to the Leg- 
islature. It is not desired to have the fate 
of the small parks involved in that of the 
consolidation plans. The city bill is one 
which will come from a non-partisan com- 
mission, and it is expected to arouse less 
antagonism than the proposal to consolidate 
all park governments under one, 

An amended bill board ordinance probably 
will have to be substituted for the present 
city law, which will be tested in the courts 
this week. The ordinance, which is declared 
as unconstitutional in the suit brought by 
the American Posting Service to prevent the 
destruction of its billboards, was not framed 
in the Corporation Counsel's office. In ‘an 
opinion which was given by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Mason before the ordinance 
was passed, it was held that the city could 
require biliboards to be made ‘safe from fire 
and to be securely erected. That was re- 


_garded as the limit of the city’s power.

Three foreign nations—Russia, Germany, 
and Japan—were officially represented by 
their Consuls yesterday afternoon at the 
coronation of a new Queen during the annual 
‘* Honey Harvest "’ celebration at L. Kreutz- 


| inger’s aplary, Kedzie avenue and Montrose 
boulevard. The coronation was not down on 


the program. It came to pass as a result 
of the curiosity of Willie Smedgen of May- 
wood, who pried too closely into the affairs 
of a hive, when he had nothing between his 


nose and the live end of a busy and angry- 


bee. Willie dropped the lid of the hive, 
crushing the reigning Queen, and then Reim- 
hold Jahn, the keeper of the aplary, in- 
stalled a new ruler over the colony. Among 
those who witnessed the ceremony were: 
Baron A. A. von Schiippenbach, Russian Consul. 
Toshiro Fiyita, Japanese Consul. 
Dr. J. A. Lettenbaur, German Vice Cansu!. 
T. Funatser, chancellor to Japanese Consul. 
George W. York, editor American Bee Journal. 
R. F. Moore, Secretary Chicago Beekeepers’ 
association. 
Every year at the close of the honey-rhak- 
ing season one day is given to collecting the 


honey from the hives, and yesterday hun-. 


dreds of people crowded the aplary, ate hon- 
ey, and drank honey lemonade under the 
trees at a safe distance from the hives or 
covered their heads with mosquito netting 
and followed the harvesters from hive to 
hive as they lifted out the golden combs 
against the protest of rightful owners. 

The “ hive robbing" proved to be of great 
interest. Several attendants with lamps 
which produce smoke visited the hives one 
by one, smoking the bees out and carry- 
the honey away. After the “ harvest ’’ the 
visitors were invited to an arbor on the 
north of the aplary and liberal quantities 
of honey and home-made bread were set 
befere them. 

Nets were furnished the visitors to guard 
them against bee stings while being con- 
ducted through the plant and enlightened 
concerning the different characteristics of 
the. bees. Manager Jahn said the object 
8,000 pounds ofhoney was procured from fhe 
seventy-five hives in the colony, each of 
which was occupied by about 1,000 bees. 

Mr..Kreutzinger owns three other colonies 


in Chicago and gets about 12,000 to 14,000 


pounds of honey from all. He says he Is 
compelled to have his colonies about five 
miles distant from each other, because the 
bees would travel and probably all congse- 
gate at one special colony...

BERLIN, Sept. 15.—[Copyright by the 
Associated Press. ]—The papers today nearly 
all condemn the placing of the German loan 
in the United States as calculated to humil- 
iate the nation. The Vossische Zeitung pub- 


lishes figures showing the imperial govern- | 
ment had 140,000,000 marks on hand, and 


says: ‘‘ Why, then, borrow abroad, thus 
putting Germany on a par with Russia and 
smaller and less moneyed countries? The 
empire would not have found it difficult to 
_ raise the amount here without the aid of any 
bank.”’ 

It is learned authoritatively that German 
government circles have been most agree- 
ably touched by the manner in which the 
German loan has been taken up in the United 
States. 

A London paper’s statement that this is 
only an installment of a total loan of two 
hundred million marks 1s disbelieved heré. 

Reichsbank officials’ attention was called 
to the statement and they refused to 
deny it. A representative of Dr. Miquel, 
however, emphatically denied it. Dr. Miquel 
informed him that the imperial government’s 
needs are saticfied for the present. The in- 
formant also contradicted the statement, 
cable@ from New York, that part of the loan 
will be placed in Germany. It is understood 
that the German government's motive in 
placing the loan in America was that Berlin. 
finahciers showed disaffection because the 
government placed the two hundred million 
loan of 1899 through a single bank. The 
government wanted to show that it is inde- 
pendent.

According to the opinion here, all the

It is not, 
expected in Berlin that either Russia or |

United States will not be in any greater 
hurry. Information has reached this city 
that Russia, in any event, will keep large 
bodies of troops in China, not only in the 
frontier provinces of Mongolia, Manchuria, 
and Kirin, but also id the interior and the 
coast districts of Pe-Chi-Li. : 

The military commanders of the allied 
forces have agreed that under any circum- 
stances it is necessary to strengthen the 
tactical and stfategical position of the in- 
ternational troops in Pe-Chi-Li. Russia, 
too, will finish the railroad from Yang-Tsu 
to Pekin. 

Germany to Demand 

Regarding Germany's attitude she will in 
any case insist on severe punishment being 
inflicted on the treacherous Chinese authori- 
ties, to which purpose the confession of 
Baron von Ketteler’s assassin came oppor- 
tunely. 

Germany will not accept Yung Lu as a 
peace negotiator if the charges made against 
Yung Lu that he led the attacks against the 
Pekin legations are.proved. But Germany, 
though her Foreign office insists on the prin- 
ciple of severe punishment, does not oppose 
peace with China, as shown yesterday by 
Dr. Mumm von Schwarzenstein, the German 
Minister to China, accepting Li Hung 
Chang's visit at Shanghai.

REGATTA OF THE LOCAL OARSMEN. 


Rowing Contests Are Held on the Lin- 
ecoln Park Lagoon. 

The rowing regatta of the Iroquois, Amer- 
icus, and Chicago clubs attracted a great deal 
of attention yesterday at Lincoln Park. These 
three clubs and the Delawares and Unions 
have quarters under the bridge and are 
under verbal agreement with the Park Gom- 
missioners to hold a regatta each year.

LITTLE EIGHTEEN-FOOTER OUT- 
SAILS THE BIG YACHTS. 


Annual Fall Regatta of the Columbia 
Clab Results in a Great Exhibition 
of Speed by the Baker Brothers’ Boat 
Only the Cruiser Peri and the 
Schooner Nomad Beat Her Home— 
Widsith, Imp, and Alva Win in Their 
Respective Classes.

To little Query, the Baker brothers’ eight- 
een footer, belongs the premier honor of the 
Columbian Yacht club’s annual fall regatta, 
sailed yesterday afternoon over the short 
outside course of nine nautical miles. Of the 
nineteen yachts of all sizes, from fourteen- 
foot Albatross to the big sloop Charlotte R., 
only two beat the diminutive Query on actual 
sailing time, and these two were Pert, the 
champion cruiser in these waters, and No- 
mad, Otto Band’s good schooner. However, 
it is no feather in their caps to beat Query 
in the stiff breeze blowing yesterday after- 
noon, though both Peri and Nomad sailed a 
fine race. Query was sailed by G. W. Baker, 
with J. Q. Doran and Oscar Henson as crew. 

‘Peri, sailed by Dr, Palmer, never putup a 
better race and for the third time this season 
beat Charlotte R. on actual sailing time, hav- 
ing over four minutes the better of the big 
cruiser, from which Peri re@eived a time al- 
lowance of 6:39, making the latter eleven 
minutes to the good by corrected time. - 

Nomad might have been pushed harder by 
Tartar if the latter’s mainsail throat halyard 
had not parted just after finishing the first 
leg. This cost Tartar a few minutes, and at 
the finish of the second leg it was necessary 


to douse the mainsail and put in a couple of 


reefs for the beat to weather on the third leg. 


Imp Also Sails Well. 

Another feature of the regatta was the 
good race by C. E. Soule’s Imp, which had 
not been near winning a race in class 8 B 
before this season. With a time allowance 
of 56:42 from Vixen, the scratch boat in the 
class, Imp defeated the B class time prize 
winner of the Waukegan cruising race by 
6568 seconds, corrected time, and put it all 
over Florence and Martha. Imp was sailed 
by Captain C. E. Soule, whose crew were 
F. J. Soule, B. W. Edwards, J. 8. Scobel, and 
J. Atkinson. 

Widsith, sailed by Charles M. Moss, really 


had no competition tn class 7, for Gloria had 


a party of guests aboard.and was towing a 
dingy to boot. But as the latter started and 
finished its time was taken, though Commo- 
dore Hazen afterwards said he was not 
racing, having omitted to enter his yacht. 

Only five of the little chaps in class 9 ven- 
tured the outside course with such a good 
breeze blowing, and three of them had a 
pretty race for first prize, Albatross being 
disabled and Willit beaten off. Albatross 
carried away its forestay on the second leg 
and its mast went by the board. 

Dot won easily in class 10, Alva shipping 
water until half swamped and finishing out- 
side the time limit. , 

Wind Is Good and Fresh. 

When the starting gun was fired Query, 
Gironda, and Louise, the Jackson Park 
Yacht club's little champion, were easily 
first over the line, and began a hard race.

—Chicago'’s New Stars. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 15.—[{Special.}]—Per- 
haps if the baseball cranks of Chicago could 
see some other teams play they would think 
more highly of Loftus aggregation. Admit- 
tedly, the Chicago team Is not good, but here 
in Boston the people are disgusted with 
Belee’s crowd.

Chicago the Geographical Center of a 
Famous Game Region—Story of a 
Trip to the Former Marshes After 
wild Fowl—The “ Pusher and His 
Manifold Duties as Guide, Adviser, 

-gnd Decoy—Old-Time Shooting Clubs 
and the Reasons for Their Decay. 


{BY EB HOUGH.] 

Geographically speaking, Chicago is, or at 
one time was, situated in the center of a 
splendid sporting region. These vast prai- 
ries which extend on every hand to the west 
of the big lake were the home of the great 
grouse and their little associates, the ployer 
and the curlews. The vast marshes of the 
Calumet and the Kankakee afforded count- 
less thousands of wild fowl their feeding 
unds. The lakes of the Fox Lake chain 
to the north, and of the great Indiana termi- 
nal moraine country to the south and east of 
the city, harbored untold wealth of bass and 
other game fish. The thickets of Indiana, of 
jower Michigan, and Illinois held their num- 
perless coveys of quail and their frequent 

proods of woodcock in their proper season. 
Any of these shooting or fishing grounds 
could be reached by the city shooter or 
angier in less than three hours by rail. The 
business-man could leave of an evening, put 
in @ day on the marsh or the water, and be 
back at business with the loss of only one 
day. Moreover, he could not only easily 
reach these sporting grounds, but he could 


' pring back from them tangible proof of 
‘their richness in game. Twenty, or even 


ten, years ago the sportsman of Chicago was 
to be classified among the lucky ones of the 
world, and even today there is, perhaps, no 
city of America from which a greater di- 
versity and excellence of sport can be 

with equal ease. The growth of the 
eity and of the neighboring country has cut 
down the supply of fish and fowl sadly,"but 
this is a part of The story of all America, and 
we may presume that there is no use crying 
about it. | 

Origin of Shooting Clubs, 


It was discovered many years ago, even at 
the time when the Illinois and Indiana shoot- 
ing country was in its heyday of prosperity, . 
that’ the dear public could not be trusted 
to manage its own shooting affairs, but that 
it woulé soon kill off the game of the coun- 
try if the shooting was to be left free and 
open, as it was in the days of our forefathers. 
There were thousands of fowl on the 
marshes, but apy thinking shooter could 
see, even hulf a gkeneration ago, that these 
birds would not last forever if everybody 
were free to hammer away at them day and 
night. Hence the organization of the once 
famous ducking and shooting clubs of this 
city, than which no city ever produced a 
better or more admirable series of sporting 
organizations. Located at distances of 

fty to a hundred miles from the city, 
there were at one time nearly a score 
of these, some of them with consid- 
erable preserves of their own, and each 
with a substantial and well fitted clubhouse, 
whene the members could have every com- 
fort while on their shooting trips. The mem- 
bership of these clubs usualy ranged in the 
neighborhood of 75 to 100. The shooting 


-geason proper would find the clubhouse 


pretty well crowded and the guest privileges 
cut down close, while throughout the open 
season there were sure to be attractions by 
way of fishing parties, family picnics, etc., 
enough to keep the clubhouse a more or less 
merry abode for most of the year. — 


Three Famous Preserves. 


There were, roughly speaking,.three re- 
gions which held the most of the old-time 
Chicago clubs—Upper Indiana, Lower Wis- 
consin, and the Illinois River Valley. On 
the Kankakee River were located the three 
old-time ~and historical shooting ‘clubs so 
intimately blended with all Chicago shdéot- 
ing history—the Maksawba, English Lake, 


and Cumberland clubs—with two or three 


other less powerful organizations which had 
emailer holdings at points between. On the 
Calumet marshes the famous Tolleston club 
bore the banner and had the misfortune of 
becoming the shining mark of all the legions 
of that gabbledom which violate the Sunday 
laws and which, therefore, could not tol- 
erate the thought of a fence and a preserve 
on the once open marshes. 
Down on the Illinois River the old Swan 
Lake and the Hennepin clubs, and later on 
Duck Island club also, held fine 
tracts of marsh lands as their select 
private pastures of the gun. Up in Wis- 
consin in such favorite ducking grounds 
as. Koshkonong, Puckaway, Poygan, etc., 
Chicago men penetrated in their eager- 
mess to have and to hold the natural 
feeding grounds of the fowl. The Black- 
hawk club of Lake Koshkonong held in its 


_mémbership some of the first citizens of 


Chicago, and as much could be said of the 
Kankakee clubs and those on the Illinois. 
Sometimes large sums of money were ex- 
pended in leasing or buying lands and in 
protecting the lands by means of wardens 
or.patrols. 

Clubs Shorn of Their Value. — 


The passing of these great Chicago institu- 
tions of amusement cannot be called abso- 


lute, though it would of course be folly to” 


say that they are what they once were. The 
last ten years had seen them rapidly fall 
away from their former prestige and impor- 
tance, and the next ten will see them practi- 
cally shorn of special value as a means of of- 
fering much shooting for their memberships. 
This is a matter of regret, but it is a matter 
of fact, and is a part of the destiny of this 
country in a material way. From a sports- 


man's standpoint -it is all deplorable, but 


hone the less it is inevitable. We cannot 
have big cities and big shooting grounds 
both at the same time. Chicago came as 
near to accomplishing that impossibility as 
any city in the world, but even Chicago has 
had to give it up and must admit her clubs 
are not what they once were from a shooter’s 
viewpoint. 
A day at one of these great ducking clubs 
In the time of their better fortunes was an 
experience not easily to be forgotten, and it 
offered something of interest even to a 
shooter who had had much experience in

His craft, which is to be his 
or the work it is todo. Fourteen feet over 
all and with less than three feet of beam, it 
is hardly a foot in the cross section at any 
point, and is built to ride on a heavy dew. 
Pointed at both ends, and open only for two- 
thirds of its length in a cockpit surrounded 
with a three-inch coaming, it looks frail and 
slight for the load it is asked to carry. Yet 
into it go the decoys, the shells, the two men, 
and perhaps a dog, and the pusher shoves off 
confidently into the darkness which the be- 
ginner feels is now surely about to engulf 
him forever. The little beat shows but a 
trifie of freeboard as it glides out into the 
bayou, but it sits steady as a ship. The 
pusher does not sit down. He purposes to 
navigate this teetery craft while he stands 
erect. And he uses neither oar nor paddle, 
but a twelve-foot push pole, a thing like an 
overgrown fish spear, with a stumpy blade 
at the end to. keep it from sinking too deeply 
into the mud. Try this paddle for the first 
time yourself, and you will whirl round and 
round with your boat, and be swept down 
stream in the rapid current of the river into 
which you presently glide. 
Breaking of the Dawn. 

It is perhaps four or five miles from tha 
clubhouse to the point on the marsh which 
you are to hold that day, and it will take 
an hour to reach it. ‘ 

Presently the black gloom of the night be- 
gins to pale into a grayer tinge. You see 
vast masses of shadows begin to pile up on 
every hand, and- know that you are passing 
between heavily timbered banks. And now 
overhead:«you begin to hear strange things, 
soft, ghostlike, quite in keeping with the 
strange, unreal scene about you, faint 
whistlings of passing ’wings, and little 
chuckling, purring notes, or now and then 
the louder squawking voice of some big 
duck bound for its morning meal. Ahead of 
you are heard splashings in the water, where 
some bunch of fowl has taken wing, alarmed 
even by the next to noiseless approach of 
your little ship. The dawn comes on and 
the sky lightens, and you see far overhead 
the outline of a big body of fowl crossing 
the marsh with their rapid, easy flight.

And next, keen stimulus to your senses and 


expectations, there comes from some dis- 
tant point the faint, rolling, reverber- 
ating boom of the first gun of the morning, 
dearest and most significant sound that 
comes to the sportsman’s ear. It is-a sound 
of consequence. The fowl recognize it, and 
take wing with clamorings. : 

Near at hand, from under the sheltering 
willows which hung far out over the stream 
twenty yards in front of you there comes a 
quacking and a splashing as a little flock 
of birds scrambles out and takes wing, and 
as they start your guide utters a brief ex- 
clamation, for the sight of game to him is 
as the sight or scent to a dog. you have 
sneaked in a couple of shells against just 
this chance, and you turn loose the first shot 
for your own day. The dark mass of shadows 
sweeps on, but leaves behind a flapping ob- 
ject on the water. You think you area duck 
shot. The pusher knows you are not, knew 
it when you stepped into the boat. It re- 
quires little skill to stop a “ jumped ” duck. 
Wait until you. get into the blind. 


Building the “ Blind.” 
And you do get into the blind, pushing the 


boat deep into the tall wild rice. There are 


hundreds of birds in there as you push itn, 


and they go out squawking and whistling 


and hovering and swinging around you. Oth- 
er birds cross high above you, put up by 


other shooters who have now'got to their, 


work. Your pusher goes quietly about put- 
ting out the decoys and perfecting the blind. 
He examines all the points of the location 
into which he has brought you, sizes up the 
force and direction of the wind, and makes 
sure that everything is all right before he 
allows you to begin. He knows that nothing 
disturbs ducks more than shooting them 
in the dark at-or near their feeding beds, 
hence he allows the birds to go out without 
being shot at, knowing that after awhile 
they will begin to come back again to feed, 
not in a solid flock, as they went out, but’in 
little bodies—in twos, threes, and fours. This 
is the secret of decoy shooting, to get upon 
the feeding bed of a good body of birds and 
to make your shoot before they have been 
pounded too long, and so frightened. away 
from that feeding spot. 

And now your pusher has completed all 
your little arrangements, doing it so simply 
and quickly that it looks easy to you, though 
it took him a lifetime to learn how. He tells 
you from which direction you are most apt 
to get your flight. You settle your own be- 
longings comfortably about you in the boat, 
open your shell box in front of you and 
crouch down low and motionless in the blind. 
The red disk of the sun shows on the horizon 
now, and this is the usual club signal for 
the beginning of the day, as it is fot wise to 
disturb the birds by any sort of night shoot- 
ing. 
First Shot of the Day. 

Soon you feel the touch of the pusher’s 
hand upon your shoulder, and hear his whis- 
per, “‘Get down!” You squat still closer to 
the boat floor, and behind you hear him give 
a short, distinct, confident note or so on his 
duck call, or perhaps with the mouth, unas- 
sisted by any call. Hedoes not squawk, and 
scrcam, and blow on the call, but gives a 
few perfect notes, as though to Say to the 
passing birds that it is all right; that break- 
fast is ready, and itis time tocomein. They 
come on in, a swiftly moving, black cloud of 
something which moves as one body, but 
which fs made up of a score or two of differ- 
ent bodies. They dip and swoop by, and are 
past and away before you think to shoot. 
Another note or so from behind you. The 
flock wheels, sweeps around, comes back, 
drops with hollow, curving ‘wings towards 
the decoys. “ Now!” whispers the voice 
behind you, the voice of the man who knows, 
You rise to your knees, and take a hurried 
aim.at the dark bodies which are coming on. 
You press the trigger, and you hear the roar 


of your own gun. 
What did you get? Ah, that is your own 


story. and one that may you tell yet for many 


a year around a club fire on the marshes of 
old Chicago’s shooting grounds.

At present Illinois is the only State with 
a regularly constituted State organization, 
although New York has an association which 
to some extent controls the sport in Greater 
New York. The lilinols Bowling association 
has proved a great success, and those at the 
head of it say that similar associations in 
other States where bowling is popular would 
do much to benefit the game. 


New Constitution Drafted, 

It is with this idea in view that 
Langhenry has drafted his new constitution, 
which will give the American Bowling league 
a much greater scope than it now possesses. 
With a number of the States having regular- 
ly organized leagues the matter of holding 
the national championship would be simpii- 
fied. The winning team In each State as 
well as the individual champion of that 
State would be eligible to compete for na- 
tional honors, With the financial backing of 
their State league it would be comparitively 
easy for the wWinfting team to attend the nae 
tional championship. 

Under the existing conditions it is a difi- 
cult matter to get the best players to go any 
distance to compete in a championship, 
many of them not being in a position to stand 
the expenses incidental to along trip. These 
troubles would be avoided by the formation 
of State leagues and the work of the Ameri- 
can congress be simplified. Today the legis- 
lation enacted at meetings of the gress 
is often of a hugried character, adopted on 
the spur of the moment. Whiten put in effect 
its deficiencies are soon apparent. The ex- 
istence of State leagues, which would send 
delegates with well thought out measures, 
would result in legislation of more beneficial 


clgracter.

Lord Derby Fails to Win Stakes for 


Which He Is Engaged Because He 
Did Not Get an Early Start—Horses 
Prepared in the Seuth Are at an Ad- 
vantage for All but the Late Stakes

The experience this season of the Hamlins

Another pacer that won a six-heat race 
at New York is Fannie Dillard, and her 
victory was as unexpected as that of The 
Private. Last year Fannie Dillard was a 
sensational green performer, and in addition 
to winning a lot of races was the tenter of a 
gcandalous affair at Cleveland which re- 
sulted in the expulsion of the man who was 
then driving the mare. It was expected Fan- 
Hie Dillard would be better than ever this 
season, but on the contrary she was prac- 
tically of no account, being so unsteady, no 
matter whether the pace was fast or slow, 
aé to be useless for racing purposes. Asa 
last resort the hobbles were put on, and they 
improved her manners so much that at her 
second attempt in them she won from a 
better field at New York than she had ever 
met, Sidney Pointer, Harry O., and Will 
Laybourn being among those behind her at 
the finish. Fannie Dillard won the third, 
fourth, and sixth heats of her race in 2:06\, 
2:07%. 2:00, and must now be added to the 
@liready long list of natural pacers that can 
be made to do their best only by the use of 
Hobbies. She is a beautifully gaited mare at 
speed, and should make a great broodmare 
when her turf days are over, as she is by a 
stallion with a pacing record better than 
2:06, and her dam has produced one with a 
record of 2:04%.

Big Stallion Race. 


The §20,000 stallion race that is to be trot- } 
ted at Boston on the 26th of this month prom- 
ised at the time of its inception to be the 
chief event of the year on the trotting turf, 


but mow that Cresceus, one of the entries, | 
has so clearly demonstrated his superiority 
to all other trotting stallions the question 
of first money is practically settled. - 

In his present form Cresceus could win 
in a walk from the other horses named in 
the big race, and this fact is so well appre- 
ciated that the drivers of the rest of the 
field have made up their minds that the 
‘victory of the Ohio horse is inevitable and 


-are giving ‘their candidates a final tryout 


with the idea that Cresceus will be barred 
in the betting. On this basis there should 
come to the post an evenly balanced field. 
Possibly the one that has thus far at- 
tracted most aitention from horsemen is 
Gayton, owned by James Butler of New 
York and driven by McHenry. Gayton 
went a series of remarkably good races with 
Dare Devil of the Hamlin string and won 
them, but he does not outclass the Buffalo 
horse much, if at all, when the big black 
stallion is fit, and the chances are they 
will have one more chance at each other in 
the Boston race, as it is as good as settled 
that both will start, although neither was 
among the original nominations. The sub- 
stitution clause, however, gives them a 
chance to get in, and it will be taken ad- 
‘vantage of. Gayton is in fine form just 
now, and with a good day and track at Bos- 
ton will step close to 2:07, and that rate of 
speed is not beyond Dare Devil any day he 
goes without the hopping gait behind that 
sometimes affects. 


Lerd Vincent a Factor. 
Another certain starter, and one that will 
be heard of before the race is ended, is Lord 
Vincent, 2:086%, winner of the Transylvania 
last fall. For the last six weeks he has been 
under the management of John Sp:an, and 
has started several times. In these races 
no attempt has been made to see how fast 
Lord Vincent could go, but observant peo- 
ple have noticed that he did all Sp!an asked 
of him with perfect ease, and the man who 
drove Rarus and Johnston to the world’s 
records for trotting and pacing many years 
Ago is certain to have the son of St. Vincent 
perfectly fit for a hard battle on the day of 
the big race. ; 
Arion is the one other horse in the fleld 
that horsemen admit may cut a figure. He 
was a cheap performer in his first start this 
geason; but since then has been getting 
better every day, and there is no question 
that he can step in 2:08 any time he is asked 
to do so. His preparation has been of the 
graduai sort, but he has not been overdone, 
either in work or racing, and is certain to 
come to the post with ali his speed. This 
will certainly make him dapgerous for a 
heat or two, but whether he can fight out a 
race with his younger opponents is to be de- 
cided. Horsemen do not think he will stand 
this test, but they admit his great speed and 
the certainty that he witl be out for every 
heat may cause trouble with the p'ans of the 
people who manage the other horses. noi 
m- 


There has been talk that the other 
ingtors in the race would get together and 
offer Cresceus first money to stay in the 
barn, thus leaving a well @atched field to 
trot for a $10,000 stake instead of having 
one that was outclassed by one of the start- 
ers trotting for $20,000, but there is iittle 
chance that this will be done. Some of the 
interested parties are certain to think they 
will be no worse off with Cresceus in the 
race than they would be were he barred, 
and they wil! trust to raring juck rather 
than give up the big end of the purse with- 
out making the champion stallion race for it.

Much of the Team’s Success in Its 
Struggle for the Championship Re- 
sulted from the Second Baseman’s 
Handling of the Men—Harmony a 
Feature ef the Local Nine’s Cam- 
paign—Sketch of the Men Whe 
‘Brought the Pennant to Chicago. — 


President Comiskey paid a fitting tribute to 
Captain Dick Padden of the White Stockings 
in giving his lleutenant’s name so much 
prominence at yesterday's celebration of the 
season's victorious battle. While it was 
Comiskey who put the team together and 
made championship material out of players, 
many. of whom had been tried and: found 
wanting by other managers, it has been 
Captain Padden who has executed his su- 
perior’s orders on the field of battle and 
executed them well. It requires brains to 
give orders, and it requires brains to execute 
them intelligently. And it needs more than 
braing or intelligence to keep a collection of 
baseball players working at top speed all 
season long, most of the time against handi- 
caps caused by injuries and accidents. Much 
of the time while playing away from home 
the White Stockings have been directly in 
charge of Captain -Padden, and the work 
of the team on these trips testifies to his 
ability and the wisdom of Comiskey’s con- 
fidence in that ability. 


One of the secrets of the White Stockings’ 
he diamond this season is to be 


success, on 
found in the complete harmony which has 
existed all the year among the men. The 


new champions have been a fappy family 
all along, and each has worked his hard- 
est for the success of the whole, caring less 
for his pwn individual showing than for 
that of the team. It is not unusual to find 
players willing enough to play out of their 
reguiar positions but disposed to let the 
fact that they are not familiar with the posi- 
tion furnish an excuse for errors of omis- 
sion as well as commission. There has 
been none of that disposition in sight among 
the White Stockings. In every game one or 
more men and sometimes three or four have 
filled in at positions to which they were 
unaccustomed, yet there has always been the 
evident desire to do the best possible under 
the circumstances; accept every chance, and 
let the errors take care of themselves. How 
much of that disposition is due to good man- 
agement and how much to the nature of the 
man himself is not so easy to determine, 
but it is a certainty that one element is as 
ry as the other. 
A sketch of the men who have brought 
@ pennant to Chicago is not out of place: 
Charlies Comiskey, owner and manager of 
the White Stockings, has ever been counted 
one of the great generals of baseball. Be- 
ginning as first baseman of the old St. Louis 
Browns, he soon made himself renowned, 
and, with his Browns,.performed.a feat 
never since equaled—winning four champion- 
ships in succession. Comiskey captained the 
Chicago Brotherhood team in 18980, went 
back to St. Louis, from there to Cincin- 
nati, and ultimately to St. Paul. Seeing an 
opening in Chicdgo, he took it, and the suc- 
cess of the White Stockings, both as players 
and moneymakers, tells its own story. Com- 
my is a Chicagoan by long residence, a 
orough good fellow, popular with all who 
now him, and a natural leader among base- 
ball players. 


Richard Padden, Captain and second base- 
man, was formerly a minor league pitcher, 
but, his arm failing, became a second base- 
man. His work with Toronto in the East- 
ern league secured him an engagement with 
Pittsburg, and he played two years with | 
that club, going to Washington in 1899. 
When Washington left the league, Padden 
was secured by Comiskey, and has more 
than made gqod in his new surroundings. 

Joe Sugden, catcher and first baseman, is 
a Philadelphian, and gained fame as back- 
stop for Colcolough in the old Southern 
league. With Colcolough he went to Pitts- 
burg seven years ago, and was with that 
club till traded to St. Louis. Like Padden, 
he was open for engagement this year, and 
Comiskey showed good judgment in getting 
@ man who has worked day after day under 
circumstances.

An accident to Shugart gave him 
a show, and his work, for a newcomer, was 
mmore.than satisfactory. He -is carried on 
the pay-roll, as the manager Is satisfied that 
he has the making of a ballplayer. 

“ Eliza *’ Isbell is one of the greatest all 
around ball playersintheland. With theex- 
ception of one season with the Chicago Na- 
tional league all his playing has been under 
the eye of Comiskey, and his skill has beon 
its own best advertisement. He is a pitcher 
by trade, but has played every position bar- 
ring catcher, and his batting and baserun- 
ning have helped win many a game. 


McFarland, left fielder, has had two or 
three trials In the big league, but did not 
stick. His minor league work has always 
been fast, clean-cut, and effective. This year

ADVANCE OF ONE CENT IS Es- 
TABLISHED. 


Renewed Heavy Rains in the North- 
west Make the Previous Close Look 
Too Cheap and Liverpool Advances 

Slightly in Face of the Local De- 
cline, Encouraging Bull Interests— 
Sharp Advance in October Pork on 
Shorts Covering. 


Wheat asserted itself and entirely dis- 
proved the aspersions of weakness cast upon 
its character by e market action of the 
day before. The lowest opening price, 76c 
for October, was an advance of %-%c over 
the previous close, the range was from 76c 
to T6%c and the close 76%¢c bid, practically 
a gain of ic. A renewal of the damaging 
rains in the Northwest, heavy storms oom- 
ing where showers were predicted, and the 
steadiness of the Liverpool market were 
the keynotes of the local strength. North- 
western markets were up %c at the start, 
cash wheat was firmly held everywhere, and 
there was no anxiety to liquidate long wheat 
manifest, the bulk of the selling of futures 
being by pit traders, who espouse the bear 
side. Light Northwestern receipts were an 
encouraging factor to holders® 807 cars, te 
1,007 last year, while for the week they were 
3,198 cars, to 8,287 the week before and 6,923 
last year. The Minneapolis receipts showed 
a falling off in grade, 586 cars contract out 
of 2,062, while the week before 635 graded 
contract out of 1,865. Last week 454 cars 
were rejected or no grade. Local receipts 
exceeded shipments by 2,107,186 bu, to 
1,103,468 bu, but of 2,857 cars received thea 
bulk were hard winter, and only 81 cars, or 
less than 8 pér cent, were contract grades.

Seabourd sales were reported at 312,000 bu. 
Clearances were heavy at 359,431 bu wheat 
and 825,671 bu wheat and flour both. Primary 
receipts were 1,074,296 bu to 1,165,571 bu last 
year, and shipments 408,357 bu to 542,658 bu. 
For the week the primary receipts, though 
large, showed a elight decrease compared 
with last year’s figures, 7,897,000 bu to 
7,645,000 bu the week before and 7,908,000 bu 
last year.

NOW SHERIFF. 


Elected in Maine by Prohibitionists to 
‘Enforce the Liquor Laws in 
Portland. 


FTER an exciting contest between 
the Prohibition people of Cumber- 
land County, Me., and the anti-Pro- 
hibition forces, thé Rev. 8. R. Pear- 
son was elected Sheriff. The City of 

Portland is located in Cumberland County. 
It has long been one of the cities of the 
State which openly disregarded the statutes 
prohibiting the selling of liquors, and the 
contest which has resulted in the election of 
the preacher-Sheriff was waged strictly on 
the issue of enforcement of State laws re- 
garding the liquor traffic. 

The new Sheriff stands for the strict en- 
forcement of the laws, and he is on record as 
saying that as soon as he takes the oath of 
office he will take steps to close every saloon 
and other place*in the city which sells in- 
toxicants. He will take the oath on Jan. I, 
and all Mquor dealers will then be given ten 
days’ notice to desist or to suffer a raid and 
confiscation of their stock. 

Mr. Pearson has the backing of the tem- 
perance workers of the county, while the 
hotel and saloon men claim to have the 
business-men of the City of Portland with 
them. The hotel men contemplate closing 
their hotels if the Sheriff adheres to his de- 
cision to close their bars. In that case the 
city would be left with possibly one hotel. 
Mr. Pearson’s predecessors in office are pop- 
ularly supposed to have added greatly to 
the emoluments of the office by allowing the 
traffic in liquor to be carried on contrary to 
the State law. It is claimed, too, that the 
Dow law, which is the temperance law of the 
State, is a mockery; that it is not strictly 
enforced; and that under it corruption 
among public officials has become rampant,

PLAN UNION 
AGAINST U.S. 


Avowed Aim of Pan-Latin 
Congress to Meet at 
Madrid. 


WO weeks hence there assembles 
7 at Madrid under the Presidency 
of ex-Premier Sagasta an inter- 
national congress which demands 
the attention of all thoughtful 
people in the United States as 
well as in every portion of the 
British Empire. There are tw 
reasons why its proceedings ¢annot fail te 
Prove of interest to this country. In the 
first place, the scheme which the conven- 
tion has in view is one of the consequences 
of the war with Spain, while, secondly, its 
Purpose is the formation of an alliance 
economic, political, agd military of all the | 
nations of Latin origin against the English 
speaking world—that is to say,-against the 
United States and Great Britain.

Symipathies with Spain. 


That in spite ‘of all the perpetual quarrels 
between the various Latin-American re- 
publics, which have contributed so much to 
retard the progress and development of the 
central and southern portions of this West- 
ern Hemisphere, a certain racial community 
af sentiment exists, was made apparent at 
the time of the war between the United 
States and Spain, when all the sympathies 
of the people in the southern and centra! 
portion of this.continent were with the 
Hidalgoes rather than with Uncle Sam. In 
certain South American cities, indeed, public 
subscriptions actually organised for 
the avowed object of providing the govern- 
ment at Madrid with sufficient funds to 
purchase or construct warships for use 
against thé United States. Yet it was the 
latter to which most of these self-same re- 
publics were mainly indebted for their in- 
dependence and for their liberation from the 
tyranny of Spanish rule, which weighed 
quite as heavily upon their shoulders as th 
thraidom to Which Cuba was subjected unti 
similarly liberated therefrom by this coun- 
try in 1898. 

Nor is there ground for much surprise 
that popular sentiment in Central and South 
America should have been with Spain rather 
than with the United States in the war two 
years ago. Gratitude is not what may be 
described as a Latin’ virtue, although the 
presence of Moorish blood in Spanish Veins 
might cause us to look, at any rate among 
the Hidalgoes,. for some traces of that 
quality which is so noble a characteristic 
of the Arab tribes of northérns Africa. 
Then, too, it must never be forgotten that 
from the Rio Grande, which constitutes the 
southern frontier of the United States, down 
to Cape Horn, the white population is all 
rigin, pos- 
sessed of all the racial prejudices, traits of 
character, moral as well as physical pe- 
cullarities, of the press of the Iberian pe- 
ninsula. Caste and lineagé still play a great 
réle in Central and South America, and there 
are few families of any social importance 
who do not love to dwell on their relation- 
ship with the great hodses of the ‘aristoc- 
racy in the mother ¢ountry, or who, when 
setting foot on Spanish soil, do not assume 
the nobiliary titles inherited from their an- 


‘cestors, but of which they are debarred 


from making any use on this'side of the At- 
lantic. Many, indeed, of the rich families 
of Mexico, Chile, and’of the Argentine Re- 
public make a point of dividing their time 
between Madrid and their homes in the new 
world. In fact, the tles between the mother 
country and all those Latin republics of 
thé Western Hemisphere which may be re- 
garded as children that have emancipated 
themselves from the control of the maternal 
apron étrings are. all the stronger for the 
fact that they are not administrative or 
in- any sense due to compuision, but based 
only on kinsmanship and on community of 
ideas, characteristics, prejudices, and origin. 


Immediate Alliance Unlikely. 
While it is doubtful whether the congress 
at Madrid next month will succeed in imme-

‘which are quite within the bounds of early 


and of even immediate possibility, would be 
sufficient to create a wave of sentiment 
throughout Latin-America, extending to 
Latin-Europe, and which might precipitate 


the union, until that time merely latent, be-. 


tween all the Latin races on both sides of 
the Atlantic, in precisely the same manner 
that Napoleon III.’s declaration of war 
against the King of Prussia had the result 
of bringing all Germany into line against 
France. As the London Spectator remarked 
in May last atthe time when Secretary Root's 
much misinterpreted speech in New. York 
had given rise to an impression abroad that 
Uncle Sam was about to arm himself, with 
the idea of enforcing the Monroe doctrine 
to the extent of exercising the same amount 
of tutelage, and consequently of discipline, 
over Latin-America, as England demanded 
to have over the South African Republic 
prior to the Transvaal war, it entirely de- 
pends upon the United States as to whether 
this pan-Latin union ever becomes an im- 
portant factor in international politics. It 
will need some aggressive move on the part 
of the government at Washington to bring 
all Latin-America, and eventually Latin- 
Burope, together in defense of their national 
interests, and still more of their national 
pride. 

The way for the Congress of next month at 
Madrid may be said to have been prepared 
in a manner by the congress organized by 
Leo XIII. at Rome last winter of all the 
Bishops and Archbishops of Latin-America. 
It js only fair, however, to the Vatican to 
state that in organizing this council of Latin- 
American prelates at Madrid the Papacy 
had only in view the interests of the church 
itself and the necessity of some cohesion 
among the Roman Catholic clergy and re- 
ligious orders of the various republics, the 
union and removal of all differences being all 
the more necessary in view of the extensive 
property in ecclesiastical hands in South 
America. There was no political object in 
view at this Roman congress, least of all 
against the United States, a country upon 
which the Papacy looks as one of the prin- 
cipal sources of future strength and of fu- 
ture grandeur of the Catholic Church. Still 
at the same time it cannot be dented that the 
pan-Latin congress of Bishops and prelates 
at Rome has in a way prepared the ground 
for the pan-Latin congress of statesmen to 
be held next month at Madrid 

In conclusion, I would point out that in 
spite of all professions of friendship and of 
mutual regard there can never be any real 
sympathy of friendship between people of 
Latin origin and the English speaking race. 


Their cidracters are too diametrically 


posed to one another in every particular. 
Indeed, they are bound by force of circum- 
stances to be in a constant state of antago- 
nism with one another. Consequently any 
ynion of the Latin races, no matter how 
peaceful its intentions, must always be re- 
garded in this country, as in Great Britain, 
as almed against Anglo-Saxondom.

RICH BURGLAR | 
STOLE FOR FUN. 


Paris Millionaire bor Eleven 
Years Robbed as an 
Amusement. 


ACO detectives may as well 

"mi bein to study the face and 
deeds of August Fevrot, Paris 
man of fashion and expert 
burglar, who has declared his 
intention of coming to America 
to do a little professional work. 

a 5S The police of Paris claim that 
this same M. Fevrot is the prize catch of 
years and they are correspondingly happy. 
Whatever his claim of medals and other in- 
dications ,of excellence in his chosen line, 
this French prisoner certainly is one of the 
most remarkable criminals in the annals of 
law breakers. The hypothetical case of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde is not so strange as this 
case of Msg Fevrot. 

Fevrot, who was arrested by the Paris po- 
lice a few days ago along with some of his 
“ pals,”’ and only after a fight in which one 
of the detectives was killed, is now 3Qyears 
old, but he has been leading his dual life 
of burglar and society favorite for eleven 
years. His first burglary was committed 
before he was 20, and he has Been at it ever 
since, many times experiencing hairbreadth 
escapes, many times seeing his partners in 
crime taken, but never has there been a sus- 
picion that the dashing, wealthy, educated, 
and charming young M. Fevrot was not 
what he appeared to his fashionable friends. 


Led by Thirst for Excitement. 

Since the game is up with M. Fevrot for 
the time being, and it is to be a short time 
as he says, he has taken his imprisonment 
philosophically and has talked freely of his 
past life. According to his story, he began 
the life of a criminal purely through love of 
excitement and adventure. He is a son of 
a millionaire, was reared like most young 
Frenchmen of his class, and gave no promise 
that he would ever do anything remarkable. 
But he loved excitement, and he found it 
when by mistake he was taken in with & 
gang of young burglars and was permitted 
to accompany them onaraid. The raid was 
a failure, but it was exciting, and from that 
time the young man was a burglar, and an 
expert. He showed his young companions 
why they failed, and later on he led them 
against the same safe and they made a 
successful job. 


Sixty Burglars at Work. 


The young man’s three years’ service in 
the army prevented him from taking as 
active an interest in burglary as he had 
before, but he managed to keep in touch 
with his old friends in ‘the profession and did 
much of their planning for them. Several 
times under his direction the regimental 
treasury was looted. And he still mair- 
tained his leadership over*his men. At one 
time, after he left the army, he had as many 
as sixty burglars working under his orders, 
a number which was too large because of its 
unwieldiness and the petty jealousies of the 
men. A gang of ten or twelve he considered 
about the proper size for the most efficient 
work. 

This strange prisoner explains his hold on 
the criminals who have worked with and 
under him so many years, never once letting 
out a whispered hint that the society youth 
was their leader, by his generosity. Being 
rich, he had no inducement to haggle with his 
companions over the plunder. Much of his 
gains he gave away to the widows of dead 
burglars or applied to the support of women 
whose husbands were doing

FRESH danger has been added to the 
many perils by which the crowned 
heads of the old world are menaced. 
The Austrian government has lately 
discovered the existence of an exten- 

sive secret political movément in Austrian, 
German, and Russian Poland, which has 
for its object the reéstablishment of .the 
fermer State of Poland and of the latter's 
independence. 

It is a movément which ¢alis for the as- 
sassination of the Czar, of the Emperors of 
Austria and Germany, and also of Polish- 
born statesmen. such as the ex-Austrian 
Premier, Count Badeni; the present Minister 
of Foreign Affairs and of the imperial house 
at Vienna, Count Golotichowski: of Cotnt 


Posadowski, Emperor William's Minister of . 


. the Interior; and of his Postmaster General. 
Count Podbielski, who by accepting office 
from “ foreign tyrants’ have acquiesced to 
their supremacy and shown themselves 
traitors to the nationalist cause. 

The society oWns a newspaper called the 
Niepodleglose (or Independence), which has 
a large Girculation among the Polish popu- 
lation of the three contiguous empires in 
question, and which openly advocates these 

. murders. as well as any other violent means 
that may be necessary to achieve the patri- 
otic alms of the association. The latter has 
many points in common with the terrible 
Omladina, which for the last ten years has 
exercised so much terrorism in Bohemia, 
representing, as it does, the nationalist as- 
pirations of the Bohemians as opposed to the 
Germans, and has succeeded in obtaining a 
strong hold among the laboring and student 
classes of Poland, that is to say, of the 
classes who held aloof at the time of thé 
last great Polish revolytion against Russian 
rule in the early ’60s. 

On that occasion, as in the previous Polish 
insurrections against Muscovite tyranny, 
the peasantry gave but a half-hearted sup- 
port at the best to the insurrection, which 
was restricted mainly to the nobility. 


The Polish aristocracy had much in com- 
mon with the former landlord class of Ire- 
land in that they were extravagant and 
disposed to spend in their pleasures—mostly 
abroad—every penny that they could extort 
from their unfortunate peasantry, who were 
in consequence thereof subjected to much 
oppression. Hence it was not difficult for 
the Russian government to wean the peas- 
antry from their sympathies for the in- 
surgents by holding out hopes to them of 
liberation from the thralldom to which they 
had until then been subjected by their land- 
lords and by promises of dividing among 
them the lands belonging to the territorial 
magnates taking part in the rebellion. 

Needless to say, none of these promises 
have been fulfilled. The Polish peasantry 
feel that they have been betrayed by Russia, 
and in the next insurrection that takés place 
the nobility and the peasantry will fight 
side by side in behalf of their independence 
and freedom. Moreover, the parish clergy 
are likely to play a great role in the next 
insurrection. They are all Catholics. In- 
deed, a Pole who belongs to the orthodox 
Russian faith is looked upon in the light 
of an apostate and as a renegade. The 
Catholic clergy bitterly resent the persecu- 
tion to which they have been subjected by 
the Russian authorities during the last three 
reigns, thousands of their number having 
been sent to Siberia. They see in the per- 
sistent efforts of the Muscovite authorities 
to Russianize all education and to drive the 
peasantry to join the Orthodox Church a 
great danger to their own creed. That is 
why ‘they are in sympathy with the present 
conspiracy, and that sympathy constitutes 
from a Russian point of view a dangerous 
factor in the situation. : 

No greater mistaké could be made than 
to imagine, as so many people appear to do, 
that the Polish aristocracy are in any de- 
gree reconciled to the loss of their inde- 
pendence. Indeed, their nationalist longings 
are constantly leading them to make the 
heaviest sacri for the sake of their ideal. 
Nobles holding the highest offices at the 
courts of Berlin, Vienna,and St. Petersburg 
may be said to have actually courted dis- 
grace sooner than fail in what they consider 
to be their duty to the nationalist cause. I 
need only cite the case of the Koczielskies, 
who stood so high in the favor of the Kaiser 
at Berlin that William was publicly taken 
to task by old Prince Bismarck and by the 
press for his infatuation for them, and who 
nevertheless sacrificed their entire position 
at its court by insisting on hoisting the 
national flag of Poland over their chateau 
in Posen (the Prussian portion of Poland) 
when Prince George of Saxony and several 
other royal German Princes were officially 
quartered there as the Kaiser’s guests dur- 
ing the grand maneuvers of the army. 

At Vienna, where the most marked cor- 
diality and regard is manifested towards the 
Polish nobles by the imperial family, we 
find them sacrificing the goud will of both 
throne and government by their avowed de- 
termination to compel the Austrian govern- 
ment to grant to Austrian Poland the same 
autonomy and independence as is enjoyed 
by Hungary. 

In fact, thousands of instances could be 
given to show how firmly resolved the Poles 
are to recover their independence and how 
little they are reconciled to the existing con- 
ditions of things. | 

This Polish conspiracy is, therefore, a 
serious matter, indeed, to the thrée empires 
concerned, all the more as nobles, clergy, 
and peasantry are one and all ready to give 


up everything and to stop at nothing, not . 


even at assassination, in order to attain 
their ideal. | 
: | 

Meanwhile the Czar has betaken himself 
to Poland, to his favorite country seat of 
Belovishski, which he declares to be the only 
spot in the whole of his vast empire where he 
really enjoys life. It is a sort of large shoot- 
ing lodge, standing in the midst of a forest, 
cleared for a certain distance so as to forma 
park, and having two large ponds formed by 
damming the River Narevka, which are 
dotted with islands and swarming with wild 
fowl. The palace contains 120 rooms, the 
ground floor being given up to the servants 
and kitchens, while above are the imperial 
apartments. The Czar’s study !s furnished 
and paneled with oak from the surrounding 
forest, while above the oak paneling round 
the room runs a sort of dado of elk skins. 
The dining-room is paneled with maple, and 
the huge table is carved from an oak 315 
years old. 

The surrounding forest contains a herd of 
the now almost extinct aurochs, a sort of 
gigantic and terribly fierce bison, which is to 
be found nowhere else in Europe, and the 
killing of which by any unauthorized person 
is, according to the criminal code of Russia, 
an offense punishable with death. The Czar 
at Belovishski devotes himself to shooting 
parties, to which few, if any, outsiders are 
ever admitted, but in which the Czarina 
takes part, parties which invariably termi- 
nate with al fresco luncheons, where all the 
cares of state are temporarily thrown off 
together with the uniforms, and where 
Nicholas II. and his cousins might be mis- 
taken for ordinary mortals by strangers who 
had succeeded in getting past the cordon of 
guards and the army of gamekeepers by 
which the entire estate is surrounded to pre-

Meteorologists Declare Similar 
Hurricane Almost Certain 
in, Twenty Years. 


MUST USE MORE CARE. 


ALVESTON, like the house in 

the Bible parable, was built 
f upon the sand. It is a waste 
| in consequence. If it is rebuilt 
it is likely that the advice of 
Professor Willis L. Moore, Chief 
of the United States Weather 
bureau, will be followed, and a surer, stabler 
foundation, higher above the tide level, will 
pe raised. 

According to Professor Moore, not only 
Galveston was insecurely built upon the flat 
gands of the island, but other cities on the 
guif and Atlantic coasts, lying at tide, are 
gubject to the same dangers. The West 
fndian hurricane may strike almost any- 
where from the southern line of North Caro- 
lina, on-down the coast, around the penin- 
sula of Florida, and anywhere within the 
great arc described by the western shores 
of the Gulf of Mexico.- These storms, per- 
haps 600 miles wide, have a vortex of twenty 
to thirty miles in diameter. It is in this 
yortex that the land is laid waste. ; 

It is this fact that will lead more strongly 
than any other tothe rebuilding of Gal- 
yeston. With an export business of $100,- 
000,000 annually, the great West will bring 
pressure to bear upon the maintenance of 
the port. There is an island type of man in 
its population that will not be driven from 
that little ridge of sand three miles out in 
the gulf. There are 1,500 miles of gulf coast 
on which the vortex of such a storm may 
waste itself without touching Galveston, 
and both conservatism and commercialism 
will take the risk that a score of other cities 
at the tide level are taking. 


FUTURE OF CITY LIMITED. 


At the same time there are those who see 
for Galveston only a commercial existence. 
itnever can grow as it has grown; it never 
can be the home of people whose fortunes 
are not tied up in the island. | 

For fourteen years the city has had to 
contend with the fears of the incomer. The 
growth between 1890 and 1900 shows that 
these fears had been allayed in great meas- 
ure, following the destruction in 1886. But 
years will not wipe out the black record of 
the last week. Hundreds will leave the 
island as a place of residence; thousands 
have been killed there dnd cremated in the 
sands or buried in the treacherous sea. A 
death rate of 200 in a population of 1,000 
drove Indianola from the map of Texas. 
Five thousand or more deaths of the 35,000 
population of Galveston must have its in- 
fluence upon the living. : 

For with the assurances of the United 


States Weather bureau, it is recognized 


that in natural phenomena there are cycle 
periods in which extremes are repeated from 
nature’s great laboratory. Observation has 
put this period of repetition at twenty years. 
According to this, in the case of hurricanes, 
the range of maximum and minimum will be. 
within such a period. Without question 
Galveston is in the track of a certain ab- 
normal but not infrequent West’ Indian 
hurricane which fails to be deflected from 
the Georgia and Florida coasts. It keeps to 
its northwestward course and strikes the 
Louisiana, Texas, or Mexico coasts, accord- 


ing to its impulse. In the Galveston storm 


*@ new maxintum séems to have been estab- 


lished, yet its repetition may be looked for 
within the next twenty-year period. As a 
matter of fact, indeed, the average period 
between the recurrence of these maximum 
storms has been less than fifteen years. 


TYPES OF STORMS RECUR. 
Lyman E. Cooley, one of the original en- 


‘gineers in marking the route of the drainage 


canal, is an observer of periodic natural 
phenomena, and his theory holds in great 
measure with observations of the United 
Btates weather service. 
“It Is a general proposition,” said Mr. 
Cooley. “It means just this much: Suppose. 
that Chicago has a snow-storm on June 15. 
Within a twenty-year period we may ex- 
pect another phenomenon of the kind in the 
Same calendar month. It may not snow in 
Chicago itself; the storm may be ten, twen- 
ty, or thirty miles away, on any side.of it. 
But in the same general territory, about the 
same timie of the phenomenon, it will be re- 


peated. 


“Suppose a terrible rain or wind storm 


develops, its repetition may be looked for 


in ‘the: same period. So with extremes of 
temperature, influences on lake levels, and 
all the other phenomena of nature's forces. 
They have their eycles, and the twenty- 
year period covers most of them.” 

But in the case of Galveston, one of its 
Breat hurricanes, was experienced in 1875, 
*hother in 1886, and the last only fourteen 
rears later. These historic facts tend ‘to 
onfirm Mr. Cooley’s observations.

“As it travels along the gulf shore Mobile 
will probably suffer most severely and be 
more than half destroyed; Pensacola some- 
what less. Southern Florida is probably

The origin of a hurricane fs not fully set- 
tled. Its accompanying phenomena, how- 
ever, are significant to even the casual ob- 
server. A long swell on the ocean usually 
precedes it. This swell may be forced to 
great distances in advance of the storm and 
be observed two or three days before the 
storm strikes. A faint rise in the barometer 
may be noticed before the sharp fall follows. 
Wisps of thin, cirrus cloud float for 200 
miles around the storm center. The air is 
calm and sultry until a gentle breeze springs 
from the southeast.; This breeze becomes a

TERRORS OF HURRICANES. 

No storm possible in the elements presents 
the terrors that accompany the hurricane. 
The, twisting tornado is confined to a narrow 
track and it has no long-drawn-out horrors. 
Its climax is reached in a moment. The 
hurricane, however, grows and grows, and 
when it has reached to 100 or 120 miles an 
hour nothing can withstand it. 

It is this terrible besom of the Southern 
seas that so nearly has taken Galveston off 
the map. The great storm of 1875 fright- 
ened the city. The fate of Indianola in 1886 
and the loss of ten lives and $200,000 worth 
of property on Galveston Island has kept 
Galveston uneasy ever since. Today, for 
it to suggest rebuilding, will meet with the 
disapprobation of many of the s thizing 
Americans who are giving freely to the 
stricken people. ‘ 

But the abandonment of Galveston could 
not be without a struggle. For. fourteen 
years its old citizens had been admitting 
that twice in their memory the sea had 
come in on the island, causing death and 
destruction, but as sturdily as their con- 
servatism prompted they had insisted that 
it never could do so again. They gave no 
consistent reason for their belief. The is- 
land was no higher; the force of the sea 
was as boundless as before; the doldrums 
of the West Indies still hung over the archi- 
pelsgo in storm-brooding calm, But their 
belief spread and the islaid city grew and 
developed as the old settler never had hoped 
to see it grow when he squatted there in 
the sand more than sixty years ago. 


SETTLING THE CITY. 

This settler stock of Galveston Island was 
of queer characteristics. The island settle- 
ment was of a sort of Captain Streeter origin. 


The’gnily variation was that the Colonel’ 


Menard who founded it bought the island 
and established a town-site company to 
attract immigration. The mainland, as flat

and desolate almost as the island, was three 
miles away. But deep water was there and 
to the north was an agricultural country 
that one day would have cotton to export. 
So the settlers waited. They held to their 
sand lots and traded with the “ mosquito 
fleet’ which sailed up and down the coast 
from Corpus Christi to New Orleans. This 
mosquito fleet was the only means for bring- 
ing outside traders to the town. As it grew 
it developed that the city’s export trade was 
all it had. It did a wholesale business that 
was to its retail business in the proportion of 
100 to 1! 

In this way Galveston developed in-grow- 
ing propensities. It scoffed at the mainland 
for years after the gulf shore began to be 
peopled. It was satisfied with its railroad 
pridges,’’ which were mere trestlework 
mounted on piling driven into the shallow 
water of the bay. If the mainland wished to 
reach the city let it row out or sail out; the 
city would not go to the expense of a wagon 

result, Galveston was the most som- 
nolent city in Texas, Save on the wharves 
where tramp and coastwise ships and steam- 
ers loaded. When the market-house closed 
by law at 10 o’clock in the morning, and when 
Galveston’s own local population had laid in 
its supplies for a midday dinner and for sup- 
per and breakfast, Strand street took a nap. 


BEGINNING OF A BOOM. 


In the ‘80s, however, a new element had 
been attracted, which was dissatisfied with 
the mossback order of things, It was not 
satisfied to make change with a stranger 
and give or take bits of yellow pasteboard, 
representing street car rides, in lieu of 
nickels. 

But these young immigrants were frowned 
upon by Galveston conservatism. They were 
a disturbing element. They kept the staid, 
mossback citizen awake in the afternoons 
and he did not like it. They were clamoring 
for sewers and artesian water in mains, 
whereas the conservative was content to 
build his rain water cistern above ground 
out of doors and strain the baby mosquitoes 
out of the water through a cloth. 

When a new water works and standpipe 
had been completed in 1889, and when some 
new mills had been established under diff- 
culties, affairs had come to a pass when the 
new Galvestonian and the old found a great 
gap between. The visiting stranger was 
the confidant of both sides. 

“ This town isn’t what it used to be,” sighed 
the conservative. . ‘ 

*“ As a matter of fact,” the young business- 
man would say, *‘ Galveston needs to bury 


‘about 150 of its ‘ old citizens’ before it can 


get awake.”’ 
This was the situation when the govern- 


ment began to expend money upon the har- 


bor. 
This was the situation, slightly altered 


by time, when the wagon bridge was built 
to the main land, when the government ap- 
propriated $6,200,000 for the deepening of the 
harbor, and when export trade from Galves-. 
ton approached the mark of $100,000,000 an- 
nually. And this, virtually, was the Galves- 
ton now in ruins. 


PLANS FOR REBUILDING. 

- In rebuilding Galveston, it has been sug- 
gested that the bay be dredged of sand and 
the island raised to a uniform level:of fifteen 
feet above the tide. The plan is feasible in 
every sense, and it is contended that the 
value of the city as a port would more than 
justify the cost. 

However the island city may decide, it will 
have departed from several notable instances 
of water-swept cities in rebuilding. In addi- 
tion to the abandonment of Indianola, on 
the mainland of Texas, are the stories of 
Last Island in the Gulf of Mexico and of 
Cobb's Island, a great fishing resort in Chesa- 
peake Bay. 


LAST ISLAND HURRICANE. 

Last Island was overwhelmed in 1856. 
Three hundred lives were lost in the hur- 
ricane. Lafcadio Hearn has put the legend 
of “ L’Isle Derniere " into print and his de- 
scription of the hurricane that swept in 
upon it is a description of the storm that 
has laid Galveston waste: 

*‘One great noon, when the blue abyss of 
day seemed to yawn over the world more 
deeply than ever before, a sudden change 
touched the quicksilver smoothness of the 
waters—the swaying shadow of a vast mo- 
tion. First the whole sea circle appeared 
to rise up bodily at the sky; the horizon 
curve lifted to a straight line; the line dark- 
ened and approached—a monstrous wrinkle, 
an immeasurable faqld of green water mov- 
ing swift as a cloud shadow pursued by sun- 
light. But it had looked formidable only 
by startling contrast with the previous 
placidity of the open; it was scarcely two 
feet high; it curled slowly as it neared the 
beach and combed itself out in sheets of 
woolly foam with a low, rich roll of thunder. 
Swift in pursuit another followed—a third, a 
feebler fourth; then the sea only swayed a 
little and stilled again. 

“ Irregularly the phenomenon continued to 
repeat itself, each time with heavier billow- 
ings and briefer intervals of quiet, until at 
last the wifole sea grew restless and shifted 
color and flickered green—the swells became 
shorter and changed form. ... 

“The pleasure-seekers of Last Island 
knew there must have been a ‘ great blow’ 
somewhere that day. Still the sea swelled, 
and a splendid surf made the evening bath 
delightful. Then just at sundown a beauti- 
ful cloud bridge grew up and arched the 
sky with a single span of cottony, pink 
vapor that changed and deepened color with 
the dying of the iridescent day. And the

A chimney tumbled. Shutters were 
wrenched off; verandas demolished. Light 
roofs lifted, dropped again, and flapped into 
ruli. Trees bent their heads to earth. And 
still the storm grew louder and blacker with 


every passing hour. .. . 


WORK OF THE STORM. 
“So the hurricane passed, tearing off the 

heads of prodigious waves to burl them a 

hundred feet in air—heaping up_the oceat 


and passes were swollen to abysses;: rivers 
regorged; the sea marshes changed to roar- 
ing wastes of water. Before New Orleans 
the flood of the mile-broad Mississippi rose 
six feet above highest water mark. One 
hundred and ten miles away Donaldsonville 
trembled at the towering tide of the La- 
fourche. Lakes strove to burst their bounda- 
ries. Far-off river steamers tugged wildly at 
‘their cables—shivering like tethered crea- 
tures that hear by night tue approaching 
howl of destroyers. .. .

but the delicate bone snaps easily; your oys- 
ter-knife can sever the tendon. . .. Over 
her heart you will find it, Valentio—the lock- 
et held by that fine, Swiss chain of woven 
hair. Juan, the fastenings of those 
diamond eardrops are much too complicated 
for your peon fingers; tearthemout. .. . 

* Suddenly a long, mighty silver trilling 
fills the ears of all; there is a wild hurrying 
and skurrying; swiftly, one after another, 
the overburdened luggers spread wings and 
flutter away. Thrice the great cry rings 
through the gray air and over the green sea, 
and over the far-flooded shell réefs where the 
huge white flashes are—sheet lightning of 
breakers—and over the weird wash of corpses 
coming in.

HE storm horror in Texas is responsi- 

ble for one of the quickest literary 

productions that has ever left the 

author's table and the publisher's 
pressrooms. 

While the work of clearing away the dé- 

bris and burying the dead is hardly through 


with and before a stroke of work can possi- 


bly be done towards rebuilding the City of 
Galveston, an immense volume, dealing in 
detail with the catastrophe and containing 
photographic illustrations of the pitiful 


offered for sale throughout the country. 

How great the interest is that has been 
excited by the Texas horror can best be 
judged from the fact that the first edition 
of the book has been sold in advance be- 
fore the first pages have been set in type. 

Murat Halstead, the veteran war corre- 
spondent, author and historian, was called 
upon, twenty-four hours after the news of 
the Texas storm reached this city, by a 
Chicago publishing house to write a book, 
a big book, about the storm in detail. His 
order was to write something like 100,000 
words and to proceed as quickly as possibile 
to the scene of the calamity. 

Mr. Halstead is over 70 years of age, but 
he is one of the most remarkable writers of 
today, in that he can do an immense volume 
of writing without any apparent unusual 
effort. 

The time elapsing between the storm in 
Galveston and the date of actual publica- 
‘tion will be something less than three weeks. 
In that time 100,000 words wiil have to be

Few New Paper-Bound Books.

Befage 
international copyright was secured the pub- 
lishers in the United States grabbed every 
story as soon as it came from the press, 
Thousands of these books are now lying in 
vaults in New York, ready to be. drawn 
upon at some future time. When they are 
drawn a new title and new covers will make 
them new books.

“In view of the welfare of the Chinese 
Empire we demand that the European na- 
tions shall at once evacuate such Asiatic 
territory which they now assume to pos- 
sess. The Chino-Japanese federated govern- 
ment proposes to reimburse the foreign na- 
tions for the expenses incurred in the build- 
ing of railways, especially Russia, but that 
government must at once relinquish all claim 
upon the territory it now holds on the north 
of the Chinese boundary, while France 
must rélinquish its alleged possessions in 
Tonkin, Annam, and Cochin China.

I have tried to read “ The Master Chris- 
tian,”’ and failed. If I was alone on a desert 
island and that was the only book that had 
been saved from the wreck with me I could 
not read it. I should think my time more 
pleasantly and more profitably spent in sit- 
ting on the shore watching fora sail. The 
book seems to me to have all the faults of

out the cleverness of either. Indeed. it is so

Hand in hand they run, here moving a mil! wheel, 
there bringing sweet water to a hamlet, and ever 
singing their changeful song. The melody of 
them dgepens from its first baby prattle at springs 
in Sittaford’s stony bosom to the riotous roar of 
waterfalls below; lulls from the music, reverbe- 
rated in stony gorges, to a whisper amid unecho- 
ing valleys and most placid pasture lands. 
Finally salt winds with solemn messages from 


shining mud flats and the race and ripple of the 
tides joyfully bring the stream to that great lover 
of all rivers.

THE SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS. __ 

It is generally conceded that the total 
Savings bank deposits form a fairly ac- 
curate gauge of the nation’s prosperity. 
People canifot save much money unless 
they are earning more than their living 
expenses. An increase in the bank de- 
posits is proof that the people are profitably 
employed and that they are not only en- 
joying many of the comforts and luxuries 
of life - but are also laying up funds for 
a rainy day. Only a comparatively small 
amount of the nation’s total savings goes 
into savings banks,. for most of it is put 
into new enterprises and business invest- 
ments, but.the bank deposits are a rea- 
sonably réliable gauge of the rate at which 
the prosperity tide is rising. 

The total deposits in the savings banks 
of the United States during the fiscal year 
ended with June, 1900, were $2,430,561,290. 
This was an increase of $200,194,336 over 
the deposits of the preceding year. The 
depositors for the year 1900 number 6,202,- 
779, as against 5,687,818 in 1899, a gain 
of 514,961 people who have bank accounts. 
Not only has the nation enjoyed an increase 
of over $200,000,000 in this kind of wealth, 
but the increase belongs almost entirely 
to half a million new depositors. The poor 
are not growing poorer, as Bryan said they 
would, but are getting bank accounts of 
their own. 

A large share of this increase has taken 
place in the middle West, where Bryan 
intends to work the hardest for votes in 
this campaign. The combined bank de- 
posits of Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, and Minnesota at the end of 
June were $222,423,628, a gain of $68,783,-. 
291 over the preceding year. 
one-third of the total increase in all the 
savings banks of the country belongs to 
these six States, in which Bryan hopes 
to change enough votes to secure his elec- 
tion. Illinois alone has deposits of $64,- 
777,086, a’ gain of $18,878,381 over last 
year. The middle West has enjoyed the 
cream of the new era of prosperity. This 
is a poor locality in which to make votes 
for Bryan. 
Still more striking is the general gain 
when compared with the figures of 1896. 
In that year the total savings bank de- 
posits amounted to $1,907,156,277, distrib- 
uted among 5,065,494 depositors. In the 
four years since Bryan predicted speedy 
ruin for everybody and especially for the 
savings banks, the deposits have increased 
$523,405,013, and the number of people 
with bank accounts has increased 1,137,- 
285. The average deposit this year is 
$391.85, while in 1896 it was $876.50. Not 
only is the number of depositors increased

All the business statistics as well as the 
business-men of the country are against 
Mr. Bryan.

The bank depositors and 
business-men of the country have too much 
at stake to allow themselves to be deceived 
by any pretended “ paramount issue” in 


the Philippines. 


LAX AND ILLEGAL METHODS. | 

The investigation by the Civil Service 
Commissioners of the methods of the Board 
of Loca! Improvements has been carried far 
enough to show that they have been unbusi- 
nesslike and illegal. The illegal acts which 
have been brought to light are called “ er- 
rors.” by the members of the board, and it 
is asserted that no more such “ errors” are 
to be committed. Probably they will not be 
if those who have been so much at fault are 
removed from office. 

The law requires that with all jobs call-° 
ing for an expenditure of $500 or over there 
shall be an advertisement for proposals, and * 
the contract shall be let to the lowest bid- 
der. Phis provision has been evaded often 
in sidewalk construction and one or two 
other classes of city work. Jobs costing 
over $500 have been split, so that it would 
not be necessary to advertise for bids and 
the work might be given privately to favored 
contractors. There were four pet contract- 
ors, one of whom had the West and another 
the North Side; while the other two divided 
the South Side between them. 

The breach of law would have been the 
same if these favored contractors. had 
charged less than other men in the same 
business. But they appear to have charged 
considerably. more. Where there has been 
competition these pst contractors have 
usually been underbid and have not been 
able to get contracts. Consequently, where 
the law has been violated the property-own- 
ers have had to pay more for the work than 
they would have paid if the law had been 
lived upto. The “ errors” of the Board of 
Local Improvements have been committed 
at the expense of property-owners for the 
benefit of contractors whom the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works had directed should 
be given work. It is not surprising that 
subordinates committed “errors” under 
such circumstances. 

The inquiries of the Civil Service Com- 
missioners have brought to light a singular 
condition of irresponsibility. Commission- 
er McGann was asked upon whom he relied 
for the accuracy of contracts for sidewalk 
construction. He answered: “ Upon the 
Superintendent of Streets." When that 
person was questioried about sidewalk con- 
tracte he said that his chief inspector let 
them, that “everything passed through 
him, and all I did was to sign the vouchers, 
after seeing that.the chief inspector's name 
was on the bottom.” If this Superintend- 
ent has no other duties he fills a well-paid 
sinecnre office. The chief sidewalk inspect- 
or hae not been examined yet. When he is, 
perhaps he too will disclaim all responsi- 
bility and say he left everything to some 
subordinate. 

Property-owners in all parts of the city 
have been complaining bitterly for some 
time of the Board of Local Improvements. 
They say it assesses them heavily and then 
gives them pavements which begin to go to 
pieces within a year. The facts which have 
recently been brought to light through the

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will confirm the poor opipion which prop- 
erty-owners have of that board.’ It hagbeer 
lax and law-defying in its methods, It 
needs reforming from top to bottom. Itis 
made up of politicians, each one of whom is

THE MAYOR DOING HIS DUTY. — 
The Building Trades council has censured 
Mayor Harrison for what it calls “the 
activity of the Police department in guard- 
ing buildings where non-union labor has 
been employed.” Buildings have been thus 
guarded in order that peaceful citizens law- 
fully working upon them may not be driven 
from work and maimed or killed by persons 
who wish to turn them away. 

The Mayor can afford to be indifferent to 
censure which he has brought upon himself 
by doing his duty. It is his duty to use the 
powers intrusted to him to protect against 
attack every law-abiding workingman. As 
the American Law Review said recently: 
“The chief magistrate who is incapable of 
understanding these things and of measur- 
ing his duty by them is utterly unfit for the: 
office which he disgraces. He is to be put 
in the category of low demagogues and dis- 
honest time-servers.” 

The Mayor was too slow at first to do his 
duty as regards the protection of non-union 
workmen. He is evidently doing it now, or 
the Building Trades council would not de- 
nounce him as’ it does. That being the 
case, it is not necessary for him to send a 
communication to that discontented body to 
explain his conduct. Failure to discharge 
duty needs explanation and defense. The 
faithful enforcement of the laws needs none. 

Ninety per cent of the people of Chicago 
approve heartily of the present course of 
the Mayor. They have no sympathy with 


More than » the doctrine of the walking delegates that 


no man has a right to earn his daily bread 
without the consent of the union. They be- 
lieve that the Mayor is doing his duty as 
between union and non-union men, and they 
do not ask for any explanation from him. - 

As the Mayor has on his side in this in- 
stance the approval of ninetenths of his 
constituents, he can and should be serenely 


| indifferent to the censure of the dissatisfied 


one-tenth. His policy should be to keep on 
quietly doing his duty in this particular. 
Then he will continue to have the approval 
of the majority, even though the labor dem- 
agogues rage and the walking delegates 
imagine vain things. 


; The census returns show 
Des Moines’ that during the decade the 
Population. population. of Des Moines 
has increased from 50,093 to 
62,180, a gain of 24.05 per cent, which is a 
substantial increase, although not so great 
as that shown by Cedar Rapids. But as 
had been foreshadowed from the time when 
the enumeration began the people of Des 
Moines are not satisfied with the result. 
They believe that the city contains nearly 
85,000 persons and have a plan for a re- 
count on foot. Even while the census tak- 
ing was in progress Des Moines objected to 
the manner of the work. One of the news- 
papers invited persons who had been omitted 
from the count to send in their names. 
Those who believed they were in this cat- 
egory did so, and it was discovered that 
with the exception of a score or two they 
had been enumerated. The proposed re- 
count was then abandoned, but now that. 
the hoped-for population of 85,000 is not 
shown, it is talked of again. A recount by 
a local committee will be worthless. It will 
be costly and of no value to the city, for 
statisticians everywhere wil! accept the gov- 
ernment’s figures as final. — 


EXTRAVAGANCES OF SPEECH. 
Mr. Alphonse Dubois, a traveled and cul- 
tured Frenchman, who has recently been 
in this country, complains in a published 
statement of the -perplexities of the Eng- 
lish language occasioned by the frequent 
use of slang and hyperbole. Mr. Dubois 
while here associated much with young 
ladies in whose eyes he naturally was a 
lion. The eccentricities and extrayagances 
of their vocubulary are what he most 
frequently complains of. He cannot under- 
stand why they should say'a thing is 
“funny” te it is not “ funny,” but sim- 
or can he understand why 
they should say they are “ tickled to death ” 
or “ tickled to pieces,” or that such and such 
a person “ just kills them,” when no such 
deplorable event has occurred. If, indeed, 
a death happened every time young women 
“just thought they would die” the mor- 
tality statistics would be grewsome indeed. 

It is not remarkable that Mr. Dubois was 
somewhat startled at the ganguinary ac- 
companiments to the conversation of the 
young ladies with whom he associated. He 
could hardly mention 4 thing to them that 
he was not informed they were “ just 
dying” to see or to hear it, and when he 
alluded to a play he was astonished be- 
yound measure to be informed grave- 
ly that it was “perfectly killing,” 
when it was not “killing” at all, but 
amusing and when there is no such thing 
possible as imperfect killing. The per- 
plexed Frenchman was also informed by 
the same young woman that she just 
“roared” at the situations in the play. 
He coolly remarks she could not “ roar.” 
Another young woman thanked him “ kind- 
ly” for something. He protests against 
this adverb upon the sufficient grounds 
that you cannot thank a person unkindly. 
Another young creature declared her in- 
tentions to him of “hunting” for a book, 
as if she were going into the library with 
a shotgun to run the book to cover and 
then dispatch it, when in reality she only 
meant she was gong to search for a book. 

Mr. Dubois’ principal grievance, how- 
ever, is one which is shared by many 
Americans. He was continually informed 
by his lady friends that things were 
“awfully good” and “ perfectly lovely ” 
without reference to the nature of the 
things so designated.

GAS LEAKS AND ASPHALT. 
‘The enormous leakage which is known” 
to characterize the supply of-gas 4n cities, 
and ‘which, besides’ needlessly increasing 


the cost of the gas actually delivered, also 


renders the subsoil of streets noisome and 


tends to destroy adjacent trees, is just now 


the object of 'a peculiar and interesting flank 
movement in Brooklyn at the hands of the 
asphalt paving companies. 

It appears lately to have been noted 
that. the cracked and rotten spots which 
have developed in many places in the as- 
phalt pavements of that borough are always 
near bad leaks in the gas mains. If a 
bar is driven down to the mains at such 
points and a match applied at the opening 
thus made in the soil, the gas will often 
ignite. Tests made indicate also that the 
gas, which is known to decompose bitu- 
minous compounds, is the destroying agent, 
and that the reason why the pavement 
is only affected in spots close to the leaks 
is that in filtering through the soil to a 
distance under the impervious pavement 
the gas undergoes certain modifications, so 
that it will not attack the latter. The 
asphalt men, who are bound by guaranties 
to maintain the pavements in good order 
for a given period, have accordingly deter- 
mined to lay claim at law to damages 
against the gas companies for these in- 
juries. 

Sympathy will certaiply go with this ef- 
fort. According to a paper read before the 
Institute of Electrical Engineers at Phila- 
delphia in May, the Brooklyn Union Gas 
company in 1899 produced 4,500,000,000 
cubic feet of gas, of which, however, 585,- 
000,000, or 13 per cent, leaked into the soil. 
The company has 755% miles of mains and 
the leakage was therefore about 744,511 
cubic per mile of mains. That a gas 
seryice, should be so badly constructed and 
adthinistered ag to occasion this waste only 
emphasizes the propriety of enforcing re- 
sponsibility for incidental injuries there- 
from, such asthe disintegration of pave- 
ments. Gas companies ought to make their 
mains tight, and any movement calculated 
to secure the. performance of this duty will 
be welcomed by the public. 

With the amount of asphalt paving in 
this city steadily increasing as it is doing, 
prudence would obviously dictate inquiry 
by the companies responsible for its con- 
dition as to whether it is already suffering 
or is likely in future to suffer deterioration 


similar in cause to that which appears to 


have been silently going on in Brooklyn. 


CRIME AMONG NEGROES IN CHICAGO. 

An interesting though inconclusive side 
light is thrown upon the race movement of 
the negro by a study, made by Monroe N. 
Work and contained in the current Amer- 
ican Journal of Sociology, of “ Crime 
Among the Negroes of Chicago.” The re- 
sults of this study indicate that crime is. 
more prevalent among negroes in this city 
than among negroes in other cities, and that 
the excess of crime among negroes genera!l- 
ly as compared with whites is great in Chi- 
cago. 

It is calculated that in 1896 the negro pop- 
ulation of Chicago amounted to 22,742, of 
whom about 5,700° lived in slum districts, 
chiefly on the South Side. About one-quar- 


| ter of the negro population of the city would 


| therefore appear to live in the slums. In- 
deed, it was shown in the Commissioner of 
Labor’s report of 1894 on the slums of great 
cities that Chicago had “a larger negro 
slum population than either Baltimore New 
York, or Philadelphia.” 

The relative tendency to crime among 
negroes in Chicago as compared with whites, 
and the increase in that tendency for a gen- 


eration, are shown in the following table:

In other words, the, ratio of negro arrests 


to the total drrests in 1872 was two and one- 
half times and in 1896 seven times greater 
than the ratio of negro population to total 
population. 

In Charleston, 8. C., however, and in 
Richmond, Va., the ratio of negro arrests 
to total arrests appears to be only slightly 
greater, and in Washington and New York 
it is only one and one-half times greater 
than the ratio of negro population to total 
population. That is, the proportion of 
negro arrests té negro population is from 
two to five times greater in Chicago than in 
these other cities. It is also shown that the 
percentage of arrests of negroes as com- 
pared with arrests of whites is about three 
times greater in Chicago than in these cities. 
It is significant that in Chicago 75 per cent 
of the negroes arrested reported no occupa- 
tion, while only 38 per cent of all persons 
arrested during the same period were with- 
out occupation. This would indicate that 
lack of employment is particularly asso- 
ciated with criminality among negroes here. 

For this exaggerated tendency toward 
crime among the colored people of this city 
the only explanation offered by the writer 
in question is their relatively poor economic 
condition, although the existence of such 
condition is not proved. The greater crim- 
inality known to exist among negroes in 
general, especially in Northern States, as 
compared with whites, is, however, attrib- 
uted broadly by this writer to their efforts 
toadjust themselves to new environment 
rather than to a retrograding tendency in 
the race. 

On the whole the article, though it con- 
tains many striking and instructive facts. 
is calculated to provoke rather than to sat- 
isfy inquiry on the subject in hand. RFs- 
pecially does it leave one anxious to know 
more of the social conditions with which 
these criminal tendencies are associated. 


INCREASE OF BIRD LIFE, 

State Game Commissioner H. W. Love- 
day is gathering material from all sections 
of the State which, with his own observa- 
tion and recommendations, will be em- 
bodied in his annual report shortly to be 
issued. Every one interested in the preser- 
vation of the game and song birds of IIli- 
nois will be glad to know that the stringent | 
enforcement of the strict law passed by the 
last Legislature has resulted in a great in- 
crease in all kinds of bird life. Prairie 
chickens are more plentiful than they have 
been for many years, and Bob White is 
whistling from the fencepost of every corn- 
field in the State.

The fre- 
quent arrests for killing song birds and for 
robbing their nests have had a salutary 
effect, and the meadows and woodland 
stretches are becoming rapidly repeopled 
with feathered folk. .

Thereis an 
economical question involved in the preser- 
vation of the birds, and the people are to 
be congratulated that their feathered

STATISTICS OF SUICIDE. 

The Nineteenth Century for September 
contains ofie of the most exhaustive studies 
of suicide which has yet been made by any 
of the sociological statisticians. The 
writer, Mr. Reginald A. Skelton, has col- 
lated tables of statistics bearing upon this 
subject from every country in Europe and- 
for a series of several years past.. The 
facts which he deduces from tliem are of 
more than ordinary interest, and they main- 
ly, coincide with the statistics of this coun- 
try; showing that the characteristics of 
suicide as a mania or as a disease are sub- 
stantially the same the world over. 

The first series of tables cited by him 
shows a general if not rapid increase of 
suicide all over Europe. It is specially ob- 
servable in Bavaria, Belgium, and Sweden, 
while in France it is conspicuously rapid. 
While the population of France between 
1831 and 1888 increased but 18 per cent the 
number of suicides increased more than 200 
per cent. In England the ratio is com- 
paratively low, but the increase is continu- 
ous. In Norway there is a decreasing ten- 
dency, which is attributed to increasing 
sobriety.. The two countries having the 
least proclivity to suicide are Ireland and } 
Italy, and these supply more emigrants 
than any other European countries, which 
sustains the theory that the suicide ten- 


let for much human misery. 

Mr. Skelton’s tables further show that 
there is an almost continuous increase in 
suicide tendency frem January to July, fol- 
lowed by a declining tendency until the end 
of the year. The maximum number in 
Europe occurs in July. In this country, on ' 
the other hand, it is found in August. As. 
tothe sexual proportions of suicide he finds 
that there are four times as many men as 
women suicides. In this country there are 
between five and six times as many. He 
finds, also, that the suicide tendency rapidly 
increases with age up to 75 among men 
and 65 among women, though up to the age 
of 35 women are relatively far more prone 
to commit suicide than men. In Europe the 
soldier’s profession is highly conducive to 
self-destruction, which is not the case in 
this country, as the individualism of our 
soldiers is more considered and they do not 
suffer from the irritation which is the result - 
of extremely rigid discipline and blind obe- 
dience. 

As to locality it is true in Europe as in this 
country that suicide is far more common 
among those whose life is spent in large 
towns than among rural inhabitants, the 
causes of which are sufficiently apparent in 
healthier occupation and comparative free- 
dom from the feverish activities as well as 
the great disappointments of life. The 
comparative influence of civil condition on 
the suicide tendency is shown by the fact 
that the total rate of suicide of widowed 
persons is several times that of either mar- 
ried or unmarried persons; that more bach- 
elors commit suicide than married men; 
that married women commit suicide less 
often than spinsters; and that great procliv- 
ity to suicide is attributed to divorced per- 
sons; all of which demonstrates the benefi- 
cial influences of marriage. As to the modes 
of perpetration it is found in Europe that the 
means of suicide offering the greatest facili- 
ties are hanging and drowning, which to- 
gether account for 70 per cent of all sui- 
cides. There is a radically different show- 
ing in this country, where fully 75 per cent 
of suicides either shoot or poison them- 
selves, the latter being the most common 
method of “ shuffling off the mortal coil.” 

Mr. Skelton admits that the statistics do 
not furnish a satisfactory clew to the 
motives. He generalizes them by attribut- 
ing suicide to melancholia, monomania, sug- 
gestion, heredity, impulsive and actual in- 
sanity. In like manner in a general way 
he attributes the increase to the multiplica- 
tion of wants by the advance of civilization 
and the impossibility of gratifying them, 
the increased prices of living, the extension 
of education, which makes men dissatisfied 
with their social condition; the weakening 
of the religious sentiment, and the psycho- 
logical factor of vanity, which influences 
every branch of crime. As to the temedy 
for this growing evil he frankly confesses 
none has yet been suggested, and that puni- 
tive legislation is powerless to arrest it. 
And this is the despair of the situation.

CONSTITUTION AND THE FLAG. 


Professor Briggs of the Catholic Uni- 
versity of America Points Out ' 
a Few Facts. 


Washington Post: You have taken the 
ground that. as to territory acquired by 
conquest, subsequently ratified by a treaty 
of cession, the treaty itself being silent 
upon the subject, until Congress legislates 
the President is In supreme control under 
the military power; but that once Congress 
does legislate for such territory, no matter 
what the scope of such legislation, the con- 
stitution Immediately extends itself over 
the same, ex proprio vigore. . 

That the first term of your major premise 
is sound is abundantly established by the 
following quotation from an eminent pub- 
licist, citing the prize cases—viz.: ‘If, for 
instance, in a war with a foreign power, a 
territory has been conquered, the President 
can put a military Governor over it, and 
this military government will end only with 
the conclusion of peace, and, in case ofthe 
cession of the territory, only. upon legisla- 
tion in the matter by Congress. This is 
also true of rebellious States vanquished in 
civil war. In both cases the President may 
establish a provisional civil government, 
with power. to organize courts, so that a 
well ordered administration of justice is 
rendered possible.”” (Von Holst, Constitu- 
tional Law of U. 8., p. 194. The Prize Cases, 
2 Black, 635.) 

It may be remarked that the decisions in 
the prize cases more than amply sustain 
every step taken by the President.in the 
present Chinese imbroglio. 

But as to the second, term. of your premise, 
where do you get it? From the Dred Scott 
case? The Dred Scott case has been over- 
ruled from Alpha to Omega—first, by war; 
second, the fourteenth amendment. 
From Loughborough vs. Blake? In this 
case, no matter what the dicta of the court, 
the decision was that the District of Colum- 
bia was Included within a general act of 
Congress imposing direct taxes. There was 
no other point involved in the case, and, 
beyond its decision, the language of the 
court Is dictum and not law. From Cross 
vs. Harrison? The decision of the court in 
this case was avowedly and explicitly based 
upon the fact that the provisional civil 
government set up by the President in Call- 
fornia under the war power was a valid 
de facto government, and that, as such, its 
act In formally extending the genera! tariff 
laws of the United States to California was 
valid. All beyond this, however valuable 
historically as indicating the opinions of 
the individual Justices, had no bearing upon 
the ratio decidendi of the case, and was, 
by every method of analysis of cases known 
to lawyers, pure, unadulterated dictum, not 
law. In Fleming vs. Page, 9 How., the 
identical point in controversy being the is- 
sue of law in the case, the court explicitly 
held that, as to territory acquired by con- 
quest, by cession, or by treaty, as to the 
revenue laws, it remains foreign territory 
until such time as Congress shall: affirma- 
tively extend the revenue laws overit. To 
quote the words of an eminent jurist: ‘‘ The 
constitution was made for States, not for 
Territories. It confers power to govern 
Territories, but in exercising this the United 
States is a sovereign dealing with depend- 
ent territory according as in its wisdom 
shall seem politic, wise, and just, having 
regard to its own interests as well as to 
those of the people of the Territories. It 
is believed, however, that the securities for 


the constitution were intended as limita- 
tions of its power over any and all persons 
who might be within its jurisdiction any- 
where, and that citizens of the Territories, 
as well as citizens of the States, may claim 
the benefit of their protection.”” (Cooley, 
‘‘ Principles of Constitutional Law,” p. 36.) 

Before the exponents of the ex proprio 
vigore theory can secure a judicial contra- 
diction of the foregoing view of Judge Cooley 
they must dispose of and set aside: 

[a] The well recognized doctrine of univer- 
sal public law, as well as of international 
law, that upon a change of sovereigns the 
conquered or ceded territory and its inhab- 
itants remain under the municipal law, pub- 
lic and private, of the former sovereign, as 
the same subsisted at the time of the con- 
quest or cession, until such time as the 
new sovereign sees fit to alter the same.

¢heir own, until the American board, with its headquarters at Boston, 
Mass., became the Foreign Mission board of the Congregational churches, 
githough it has many supporters who belong to other denominations. 

There was much opposition to the organization of a board for conduct- 
ing foreign missionary operations, Many ministers opposed, maintaining 
that “ when the Lord wanted the heathen converted he would do it,” and 
the petition for a charter was twice defeated in the Massachusetts Legis- 
Isture upon the argument that ‘‘the board was formed for the purpose of 
exporting religion, a commodity, the supply of which in the State was 
sitogether deficient.” 

During the first year only about $700 was contributed foy the work, all 
of which came from individuals. There was so much opposition upon the 
part of the ministers and members of the churches that no collections were 
taken. During the last ten years the contributions for the work of the 
poard from individuals, churches, and legacies has amounted to nearly 
$8,000,000, or an average of $792,000 a year.

The State as a Parent. 


HE new laws enacted by the State Legislature looking to 
wards the care of dependent and delinquent ones has 


them as a parent sustains towards a child. How well 
the State has discharged its duty as a parent to its 
dependent and delinquent ones is a thing the people of 
the State should know. 


‘the conviction and care of adult” delinquents has 
e _ placed the State in a position where it must assume 
the responsibilities of a parent. The object of the law ls to exercise such pa- 
rental care, interest, and watchfulness over those who are habitual law- 
breakers but unfortunate as will enable them to lead useful lives and be- 
come good citizens, whereupon the State relinquishes its authority over 
them. The object of the law is to cause them to feel that while they hae 
been at one time transgressors, the law gives them an opportunity to recover 


' their lost position in society and to become useful members thereof. If that 


is done, the State is relieved of the burden of their support and of continued 
prosecutions in the courts. 

In connection with the parole ldw in force in our penal institutions the 
State should make provision for establishing an agency or bureau that 
would furnish employment for those who have in every other way complied 
with the law—namely: record in penal institution and previous character, 
but have no friends or relations to furnish the employment that would enable 
them to take advantage of that part of the law which allows them their lib- 
erty on parole. Ifa person is restrained of his liberty, after he has earned his 
parole in accordance with all the conditions mentioned in the law, but is un- 
able to secure the benefits of it through lack of friends who will guarantee 
the employment contemplated in the statute, he soon becomes hardened and 
resentful, and believes that, as no one apparently has an interest in him, he 
éwes nothing to the people who have made laws that deprive him of his free-

HN FARSON waé8 the most boyish 
looking of all Chicago’s financiers 
until James H. Wckels came from 
Washington to the Presidency 
of a Chicago bank. Between’ 
the two, somewhere, that dis- 
tinction still. Hes. Time ‘and 
again some out-of-town customer 
of the firm of Farson, Leach & 
Co. goes into the office of the senior member 
of the firm and asks, ‘‘Is your father in?’’ 
Children in Oak Park, meeting the banker, 


call “ Hello, Mr. Farson.”’ Yet. he owns one 
of the finest residences inside the city’s 


ealers in municipal bonds in America, and 
he is sald to have a wider circle of acquaint- 
ance among the bankers of the United States 
than any man in the city. 

Yet less than twenty-five years ago John 
Farson came to Chicago with $25 in his 
pocket, and when the last cent of it was gone 
and when the greater part of anotlier $25 
sent to him by his mother had disappeared 
in the same way he got a place in the estab- 
lishment of Nicol, the tailor, at a salary 
simply to hold soul and body together. fnd 
he almost begged for that. . 

Lost His Father Early. 

John Farson, son of a Methodist minister 
of the old school, was born at Union City, 
Ind., on Oct. 8, 1855. When he was 6 years 
old his parents moved to Champaign, II1., 
where his boyhood was passed. When-John 
was 12 years old his father was killed by a 
runaway team and he @ent into a crockery 
store in Champaign as a clerk.. 

He remained in the store about four years, 
At the end of that time he had suved a little 
money and hé*went inte thé University of 
Illinois. At the end of the second year his 
money Was gone, and he got a place'in the 
bank of D. Gardner & Co. At the end of two 
more years he had a little more money and 
he spent it in another two-years’ term in 
the university. 

In April, 1877, he came to Chicago with $25 
in his pocket. His desire was to bea lawyer, 
but the way would not open. Finally it be- 
came a question of earning enough bread to 
keep him alive. He began to look for work, 
and that was hard enough to find. For 
weeks he tramped the streets. His money 
was all gone, and his mother, out of her 
scant purse, sent him §25 more. He saw this 
melt and melt away. 

One day he went into the Nicoll tailoring 
house and asked for work. He was told 
that there was nothing for him. He ent 
out, walked down Clark street for a -block, 
stopped, turned and walked back to the man- 
ager’s office, telling him that he simply had 
to have something to do. Unexpectedly he 
got it. He was put on the floor as a sales- 
man in the day and at night he helped cut 
off piece goods for the cutters according to 
the size of the persons measured for sults.

Farson traveled from Maine to California, 
making wide acquaintance with men of af- 
fairs everywhere. He was with the house 
until its dissolution, in 1885, after which he 
became partner with 8. A. Kean. In 1889, 
two years before the fallure of Kean, Mr. 
Farson withdrew, and in February of that 
year, with Mr. Leach, opened the two houses 
of the firm, in New York and Chicago. Mr. 
Leach had been an employé of Kean, and 
both men were thoroughly familiar with 
the bond business, in which their house has 
risen to first place. ; 

He was married in Chicago in 1880 to Miss 
Mamie Ashworth, daughter of the manager 
of the British Assurance company in Chica- 
go. Two children are living—John Farson 
Jr., now preparing at Andover for Yale, and 
William, several years his junior. 

No Cards or Billiards. 


As his parents were Methodists, so is he, 
but with some modifications. For, while he 
never played a game of billiards or of cards 
in his life and scarcely even stood on a 
dancing floor, there are two billiard tables 
in his Oak Park home and a pretty little bali- 
room at the top of the house.

piece has such a degree of accuracy that 
watches are eet for suburban trains by it. 


Mr. Farson’s “ Pleasant Home.”’ 

Pleasant Home is Mr. Farson’s ideal of 
home. He prides himself that it was meant 
to be distinctly American, and he believes 
that it is so. His architect was bounded 
by no restrictions of style, Mr. Farson’s 
intent being to have a home unlike any 
other and yet without any freakishness any- 
where. The result is a striking piece of 
architecture, illustrating the owger’s quiet, 
unobtrusive tastes. That it was meant to be 
home first is shown in a deep swimming 
pool which lies under a skylight at the top 
of his house, and in which boys find 
pleasure. 

But if * Pleasant Home” has stirred Oak 
Park in unusual degree, its owner has talked 
and worked for the suburb always. The 
ninth year of the summer evening band con- 
certs, suggested and financed by Mr. Farson, 
has just closed, showing $2,000 expended and 
a balance of $700 in the treasury. The con- 
certs were started by subscription, but after 
the World’s Fair Mr. Farson succeeded in 
buying 1,800 seats used on the grounds, and 
these have been used at the open air. con- 
certs at 10 cents each for rental. As a re- 
sult the income from these seats now nearly 
pays for the concerts. Mr, Farson has taken 
a lead in the paving of Oak Park streets and 
in general is counted upon as a public- 
spirited man, open to any suggestion for the 
betterment of his town. 

As a clubman Mr. Farson is more dis- 
tinguished in the prompt payment of his 
dues than in his attendance. He is a di- 
rector in the Union league, the Chicago. 
the Chicago Athletic, the Illinois, Bankers’, 
Lawyers’ of New York, and Oak Park clubs. 
He never played a game in his life, yet isa 
member of the Glen View and Westward-Ho 
Golf clubs.

Mr. Farson's one fad is for horses, and, 
perhaps, cows; He likes to Imagine himself 
a farmer. His barn is admirably arranged 
for his nine horses and his five Jersey cows. 
He has his own dairy and eats butter of 
home churning. In horses he has an eye 
to intelligence, form, and breeding rather 
than speed, yet, as he says, he does not jike 
to get dust in his eyes when he {is driving. 

He ts a Methodist and a communicant in 
the First Methodist Church of Oak Park. 
He has always taken the part of an active 
layman in the church. To him more than 
to almost any one else was due the fact 
that the quadriennial conference of the 
church was held in Chicago a few months 
ago. He has been President of the State 
Sunday School association, representing all 
denominations Illinois, and at present he 
is President of the Methodist Social unjon. 

So far Mr. Farson has kept out of public 
office of any kind. His own prejudices have 
had a good deal to do with this. Early in 
life he decided that he never would be 
treasurer for any concern, becoming respon- 
sible for other people's money; or accept any 
office that had a salary attached. He has 
held to both of these resolutions, in spite of 
the fact that influential friends took up his 
name last spring as a promising one for the 
Republican Vice Presidential nomination. 

Mr. Farson is a Republican and In more 
than casual touch with the administration. 
He is a personal friend of President McKin- 
ley, and they correspond as friends, even to 
the extent of Mr. Farson’'s offering sugges- 
tions in matters of state. 

As a man, Mr. Farson belongs to the nerv- 
ous type. He is quick tn actions and speech, 
and moves briskly in his walk. He is sym- 
pathetic and kind In disposition, and finds 
satisfaction in the thought that few of his 
employés have to come to him to ask for 
an increase in salary. 

*‘ It is their place to do the work,” he says; 
“it is mine to see that they are paid for it.” 

He is a believer in young men, and he holds 
out to them that there need be no such word 
as fail if they set themselves to succeed. 
Yet he tempers success as the world sees it 
by holding that wealth may leave many 
things still out of reach of a nature that is 
starved in spirit and honor and truth.

STOVE-LID LIFTERS. 

The stove-lid lifter is as a two-edged 
sword in its effectiveness. It is heavy, the 
bustness end of it is nearly always hot, and 
it has jagged iron “ ears’’ that correspond 
to the old knotted clubs of our ancestors, 
when mankind was newly made and pre- 
ferred to kill his enemy at close range. 

Next to this is the rolling pin, a formidable 
weapon in the hands of evenasylph. Car- 
ried concealed about the person, any man 
with a rolling pin in his pocket could be tried 
for premeditated murder and run a desperate 
risk of being convicted. It is woman’s own 
weapon, however, and arrests seldom are 
made because of its use, unless brain fever 
is a result. For this reason the seventy-six 
cases listed by the police must not be taken 
as any more complete than the school board 
regards the Chicago census.. . 

Men struck with a rolling pin have de- 
scribed the sensation as like unto the blow 
of a trip-hammer, followed by the Milky 
Way’s letting go of cosmos and spilling dawn 
in fiery showers upon the world. Then a 
long, black, silent blank succeeds; then 
numbed consciousness and the smells of 
camphor and arnica. 


SLOSH OF THE MOP. ; 

Mop sticks are used brush-end foremost. 
They are humiliating agents, rather than 
dangerous ones. The slushing, sloshing 
slop of a floor cloth, soaked in dirty suds, has 
always been regarded as worse than falling 
into the South Branch of the Chicago River 


@ man is not knocked out his eyes and 
mouth are too full of suds for anything else 
to interest him. Unable to see and unable 
to talk, his only recourse is to roll down the 
back steps and feel for the alley gate. 

The potato masher closes the list that may 
be termed the kitchen group. It is not as 
dangerous as it may appear to be. Years 
ago some one who had mashed his potatoes 
with the blade of his knife for twenty 
years discovered that he could do the job 
much better with a fork. A Yankee took 
the trick and made a wire potato masher 
that has replaced in large measure the 
masher of the Indian club pattern of long 
ago. Hence the man who is struck by a 
modern woman using a potato: masher 
usually gets away with only a few scratches 
and some bits of warm potato in his eyes. 
It is in the backwoods districts principally 
where deaths continue to follow its use. 

This kitchen group of weapons are used 
largely at. the back door. The tramp, the 
peddler, the iceman, the laundryman, and 
the milkman are most familiar with them. 
Sometimes they are raised against the bad 
boy in the next flat and infrequently against 
a scandal-mongering neighbor who uses the 
same back porch. But they. are not widely 
practical in family rows. The nearer one 
gets to the front parlor the more adaptable

DINING-ROOM WEAPONS. 

In the dining-room group is a little world 
of domestic tragedy, growing wider as one 
moves toward the bedroom. Think of 
“ plates-and other dishes’ figuring seven- 
ty-two times in the court records of Chi- 
cago in a single year. Not long ago, to cite

threw not only the soup tureen but the half 
gallon of soup that was in it straight at 
her husband’s shirt front. Hot coffee is 
thrown in teacup hand grenades, and, alto- 
gether, the dining-room muss is ugly enough 
without the lamp. 

But one lamp was thrown in Chicago last 
year, bringing out both the Police and Fire 
departments, with an ambulance on the 
side. Whether lighted or not, the lamp is 
one of the ugliest of domestic missiles, and 
its target smells bad for a long time. In 
nine case out of ten in the police records 
of the country the woman throws it at her 
husband, in the hope of collecting both the 
life and the fire insurance policies. 

Passing from the dining-room group of 
missiles the bedroom list is next in rank 
and scarcely’ below the other one in ef- 
fectiveness. These, likewise, are imple- 
ments of domestic discord. They come into 
play when a sleepy husband refuses to walk 
the floor with baby or to get up in the dusky 
gray of a winter morning and touch a match 
to the kindling in the kitchen range. 


IN THE BEDROOM. 

Hair brushes and hand mirrors lead this 
division. As between them there is small 
choice in effectiveness, though if the wife be 
at all superstitious the possibility of break- 
ing the mirror should be a deterrent to its 
use. The wire hair brush really is an ugly 
weapon, though its effect on the hair is such 
that it is passing out of use in the toilet. 
Only a few are still preserved as weapons of 


offense. A few weeks ago a woman struck 
her husband across the face with the brush 
side of one of these wire instruments, and he 
kept indoors for days for fear of being 
carted off to the isolation hospital. The stiff 
wires buried their points in his face until 
smallpox by comparison would have seemed 
a minor infection. 

The curling tron, unless it be hot at the 
time, is more or less ineffective. Used asa 
club it lacks weight and sweep. To thrust it 

| hion into the solar plexus is one 
of the most telling blows possible to it. A’ 
glancing blow on the sternum, half circling a 


lean rib, is a most painful thrust, A clever | 
‘man may sidestep it, but if the iroffbe hot a 


out of a gas jet it is an ugly thing to guard, 
especially if the man be in the déshabille 
of a sleeveless undershirt. 


SHOES AND SLIPPERS. 

Shoes and slippers may be laughed at. 4 
French heel is bad, of course, but a man may 
close in on the aggressor in all confidence 
and reduce the whole situation to a rough 
and.tumble mixup. 

Scissors are distinctly bad. They are just 
awkward enough for a woman to do unex- 
pected execution with them. With yawn- 
ing blades, more or less septic from snipping 
the myriad things of a household, from toe- 
nails to a cloth at the kitchen sink, they 
make an ugly wound that is slow to heal. 
In a good many households it might be well 
for the hugband before going to bed to dip 
the shears in the dresser into a disinfectant 
consisting’‘of sixteen drops of carbolic acid 
to one quart of boiled water. This solution 
may be kept in an Aztec water bottle, serv- 
ing as an oynament when not in use. 

The nursing bottle completes the bedroom 
armory. Teo much emphasis cannot be laid 
upon its effectiveness. The bottle with the 
plain nipple, instead of with the tubes of 
glass and fubber, promises to be most pop- 
ular. The’ dangling tube is most likely to 
catch in something in making a swing, 
breaking the force of a blow. In the recent 
North Side case some of the broken glass 
fell on the baby, it is said, injuring it slight- 
ly about the face. With a little use of the 
bottle as a weapon, however, the wife will 
learn to see that her husband is out of range 
of the crib before she strikes. A bit of net- 
ting stretched over the little one would 
prove a happy preventive only that it would 
make seizing the bottle a good deal more 
difficult for the ther. Water in the milk, 
by reason of its greater specific gravity, 
tends to make the nursing bottle more dan- 
gerous, and fathers cannot be too careful 
in seeing to it that they are getting the rich, 
light Jersey milk so widely advertised and 
so seldom sold in Chicago. 

The library is an excellent place for a 
family sitting-room, and as such is second 
only to the parlor. Books are bad weapons, 
though frequently used. When thrown the 


backs are almost certain to fly apart, the 
leaves to spread and flutter, until finally 
when the blow lands it Is a good deal like 
getting a broadside from a Japanese fan. 
One unabridged dictionary was thrown in 
Chicago, however. It fell short, as it hap- 
pened, but its possibilities are such that it 
might be well to have them put on racks and 
chained down after the fashion of a city 
directory in a drug store. jot 

The parlor is the ideal sitting-room for 
a family, but too often it is kept closed, with 
blinds drawn on a damp, musty smell that 
needs nothing quite so much as ventilation. 
ven-the parlor as a sitting-room and leav- 
ing the wife to choose the mantel bric-a- 
brac regardless of its cost, a husband may 
find a safety there that would be impossible 
of realization anywhere else in the house. 
In all the list of missiles thrown by women 
last year in Chicago there was not one par- 
lor ornament. Wives of the most hasty 
temper never throw Rookwood pottery nor 
Sevres vases, no matter what the provoca- 
| tion. Little ormolu clocks are among the 
safest home decorations in the world. Even 
a Japanese wooden mask, with real teeth in 
it, is harmless to a remarkable degree. 


IN THE STREET. 

In the street woman's weapons as drawn 
against an offending outside world are of 
two classes—the weapon of a studied, deep- 
seated revenge, and that of an emergency, 
in which the woman sails into an offending 
anatomy in the abandon of fury. 

The revolver belongs to the first class, and 
is alone in it. A woman who shrieks at a 
baby firecracker on July 4 will go man- 
hunting or woman-hunting with a forty- 
five caliber revolver under her apron as if 
she had been brought up to target practice 
at Sandy Hook proving grounds.. She may 
not know a rim-fire cartridge from a police 
whistle, or whether a revolver trigger 
should be pulled with a forefinger or a 


faster than the garbage pan in the kitchen 
sink. 

Records of the past year show that she 
is not a good shot. But all the testimony of 
the courts is to the effect that she can pull 
the trigger on a young cannon without 
blinking an eye. 


USE FOR WHIPS. 

The riding whip occupies a half way place 
between the revolver and the emergency 
weapons for public use. Oddly enough, it 
is almost always used on another woman. 
Woman may be incensed at a man be- 
yond measure and yet be content to wallop 
him with a parasol in a soft roll. But in 
the case of an offending. female a riding 
whip, leaving long, livid welts in its track, 
is invariably selected unless the offense calls 


for the use of the revolver. When two

RAGIC TALE 
- OF AN INTAGLIO. 


Memorial of a Girl's Drowning—It Has 
Cause Suicide of Two 
& Men. 


NEW YORK artist is the possessor 
of an intaglio which has a peculiarly 
tragic history. Two of its former 
owners have committed suicide be- 
cause of influences more or less di- 
rectly connected with the fate of the un- 
fortunate girl whose death mask was the 
model of the sculpture. The present owner, 
however, is more artistic than sentimental or 
superstitious and has no fears that he will 
imitate the two previous possessors of the 
intaglio. 

Not many years ago an artist of more than 
local reputation was living In Boston. He 
had an only daughter, a beautiful girl with 
many graces which would have made her 
a still more lovely woman. . But, like the 
girl Hood sang about, she was “ rashly im- 
portunate,” and to end her sorrows she 
drowned herself in the bay. Thé artist fa- 
ther, though keenly sensitive to the great 
grief, still noted how artistically beautiful 
the girl was in death. He made a death 
mask, from which the intaglio was made. 

But the face haunted him. Those classic 
lines, representing his daughter as she ap- 
peared floating in the waters of the bay, her 


| eyes closed and her hair floating like a mer- 


maid’s, seemed to lure him to follow her. 
He reflected on her life and her sadder fate; 
how it might have béen because of his own 
sternness that she had destroyed her young 
life, and how in a large measure he might 
be responsible for her destruction. The 
thoughts became unbearable and he drowned 
himself in the bay at the identical spot where 
the beautiful girl had gone to her fate. 

The artist's wife could not bear to have 
the intaglio near her and gave it to a New 
York friend. The friend was not supersti- 
tious, but her husband was a sporting man 
who lost and won with the reckless abandon 
of men of his kind. Naturally he wasa firm 
believer in luck, and the marble features of 
that beautiful face had a strange infatua- 
tion for him. He knew something of the 
history of both the girl and her father. He 
mused over the sculpture, grew despondent, 
and finally ended all by drowning himself. 
The widow of the sporting man was not su- 
perstitious, but after the death of her hus- 
band, and knowing the fate of the girl and 
the artist, she was willing to part with her 
treasure. The present owner as an artist 
admires the bit of marble and as a lover of 
the strange and curious prizes it for its story.

Testing a New Emerg- 
ency Ration. 


FOOD IS A. SUCCESS. 


Preliminary Experiments Show 
the Capsules Will Sus- 
tain Life. 


WATCHED BY ARMIES. 


ING across the prairies of Oke 
lahoma today, without any ob- 
jective point in view save 4 
time and distance mark, are tw6 
troops of United States cavairy, 
led by Captain Fountain of the 
Eighth and Captain Foster of 
the Fifth Cavalry. 

Doubtless at least once within the hous 
each trooper takes a reef In his saber belt, 
and doubtless also at each halting place 
he envies his horse the full ration of oats 
with which it is served. The men may 66 
hungry, but if they succeed in making theis 
march without sickness and without no- 
ticable loss of strength they will have 
solved a problem which has puzzled military 
authorities since armies first took the field. 

These soldiers of Uncle Sam are testing 
@ new emergency ration called in army 
pariance the “ fron ration.”’ The idea is te 


_ | find out if the condensed food which they 


are carrying with them has sufficient sus- 
taining powers to keep men in good fighting 
trim for a week. The rations take up but 
little space, food sufficient for a day not 
occupying more than a féw square inches, 
In view of past failures with rations of 
somewhat similar nature the two Captains 
who are leading the expedition, in connec- 
tion with another army officer, Colonel 
Dempsey, experimented upon themselves 
with the food. For four days they ate abso- 
lutely nothing but that which was con- 
tained in small capsule-like arrangements 
and which came in “ bites” no bigger than 
a button. At the end of the four days the 
officers declared that they felt in good 
physical condition, and this, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that while they were living on 
the LilMputian meals, they kept up an 
amount of exercise equal to that which they 
would have been called on to undergo had 
they been campaigning. 


HAS PROVED A SUCCESS. 


For the first time in the histories of the 
armies of the nations a condensed emer- 
gency ration has been pronounced an un- 
qualified success. If it prove-to satisfy the 
physical needs of 100 men ag it did of the 
three it will be pyt into the haversack of 


one of Undle Sam's soldiers now in 


the field, as well as into that of the soldier 
of every civilized nation, provided his gov« 
ernment can learn the secret of its make. 
The value of the iron ration Hes in thé 
fact that a supply for a considerable length 
of time can be carried on the person with- 
out any inconvenience. An army furnished 
with it can, if necessary, cut loose from its 
base of supplies for some days together. 
Wounded soldiers necessarily left behind by 
their commands if not badly hurt may héde 
themselves from the enemy and live upon 
the contents of their haversack for days. 
Scouting parties may start on expeditions 
without giving a thought to the question of 
foraging for food, | 


PREVIOUS RATIONS DEFECTIVE, 


- About five years ago the War department 
thought it had an emergency ration that was 
as near perfect as could be obtained. In 
theory the food was all right, but the instant 
that it was put to the test it was found 
wanting. A large contingent of infantry- 
men started on a march through Colorado 
for the purpose of trying the ration. Before 
the expedition :was over the men almost 
without exception had been on sick report, 
and when they returned to the garrison most 
of them went to the hospital instead of to the 
barracks. In that ration was contained 
desiccated beef; oe ounce of which was 
supposed to mdke a satisfying soup for @ 
dozen men. In. tion there were con- 
densed onions, potgtoes, carrots, and other 
vegetables. Included also were small 
tons” of tea and goffee, each button when 
dissolved making 4 cup of the beverage for 
one soldier. This ration was a dead failure. 
With it went beef tijain capsules. Army au- 
thorities declare tl at there is absolutely no 
nutriment in beef ‘iea. This statement has 
the backing of miny eminent medical au- 
thorities, but it dies not accord well with 
many beef tea advertisements. The army 
people go so far asifo declare that no matter 
if a man had an Walimited quantity of tie 
article at his co d he would starve te 
death on beef teasa’.A direct quotation from 
a report is this:’ ‘“Nothing remains but the 
stimulating qualities of the beef; the nour 
ishment is left in the boiler.” 


ENGLISH USE: PEMMICAN. 


The English army in south Africa use@ 
what is called pemmican. It was far from 
satisfying and sustaining, but it was bete 
ter in its results than many emergency ra- 
tions. The method of its preparation is @ 
secret, but its congtituents are known to 
beef, fat, and salt, |

Some Men Can Fall 
Ten Stories and Live. 


S a general proposition, carpen- 
ters, builders, and artisans of 
all kinds, used to working at un- 


| 


1 tances with fewer injuries than 
} come to men unusued to eleva- 
| tions and who may fall only a 
aes COW feet. Almost every day 
this fact is proved in the accident news of 4 
Chicago day. There are exceptions. Asin 
the case of the structural ironworker who 
fell ten stories through the skeleton of the 
Masonic Temple and got. up on his feet after 
he struck the ground. He recovered and 
ae a year ago fell four feet and broke his 
neck. 

But in general the proposition holds good 
that builders and babies may fall further 
and harder than any other class, with least 
danger to life and limb. Oddly enough, too, 
the same principle in physics accounts fn 
large measure for the phenomenon in both 
cases. 


Damage the Too Rigid Muscles. __ 


For a person to fall and be least llable to 
injury the whole muscular framework should 
be relaxed. Just to the extent that the mus- 
cles are tense and rigid to that extent the 
danger is increased. Not only this, but a 
timid person at a great height holds his mus- 
cles rigid and for this reason is more likely to 
lose his hold or his footing. 

The theory is that a person unused to great 

heights has every muscle strained from nervw~ 
ous fear and that when he falls he increases 
this tension and grasps blindly at things 
tangible and intangible. In this way he is 
more likely to strike the ground in a danger- 
ous position and to be in a rigid state that 
makes the breaking of bones a certainty. 
. On the other hand, the artisan, working at 
great heights, has lost all sense of distance 
below him. He fs perfectly at-home on a 
cornice 150 feet above the paving stones, or 
ona flagstaff, or steeple, a hundred feet high- 
er. This immunity from nervous dizziness ts 
a safeguard to him in his hold and subcon- 
sciously it acts upon him to make the terror 
of a possible fall less and less acute the long- 
er he works. 


Fall Has Been 

With the eleent of terror more or less 
eliminated, the fall, when it does come, 
frightens the man in less degree. He hag 
thought of the possibility scores of times. 
It has been something to reckon with in his 
business, and when the emergency comes he 
is cool and calculating. Flew such men ever 
utter a cry in falling. With their nervous- 
ness eliminated, they fall with muscles to a 
great extent relaxed. Striking in this man- 
ner the shock is mitigated in great degree. 
Persons unschooled to great heights often 
are dead before they strike the earth aftera 
fall. The artisan never is. 

With babies the same principles of relaxed 
muscles, and the advantage of softer bones, 
hold good. Then the weight is less in pro- 
portion to the resistance of the air., Babies 
fall out of second and third story windows 
almost with impunity—and not only infants 
but young Gchildren. They do not realize 
their danger, and their nervous systems do 
not make false preparation for the shock 
that follows. 


Drunken persons fn like manner resist the. 


shock of great falls because of their limp 
condition. When they fall it is usually ina 
heap, and the impact is greatly lessened by 
the springy tissues of the body. 

No other fall in Chicago, perhaps, has 
equaled that of the bridge builder who went 
almost unhurt down nine floors of the Ma- 
sonic Temple. But only a few years ago a 
Swedish painter fell from the top of the 


usual heights, fall greater dis-

tower at the Chicago avenue pumping sta- : 


tion and grumbled when he got up because 
he had spilled.his.paint. This fall was pear- 
ly duplicated the other day when Martin 
Crook, 6048 Elizabeth avenue, fell fifty feet 
from a painter’s scaffold in South Chicago 
and escaped with a slight cut over one eye. 


Notable Falls in Philadelphia. 


Within a week Philadelphia 
icled three notable falls, only one of which. 
breaks the tradition of this story. 

Robert Hunt, a negro carpenter, 
stories through an elevator shaft in a new:

story flat and leaned back against the screen. 


It fell outward and he pitched back into the 


yard, thirty feet below, striking squarely 


across a clothes line as he went: He was 


only badly shaken up. 

A 11-months-old child of Mr. and Mrs. F. 
EB. Smith of Greensboro, N. C.* fell sixteen 
feet from a second-story window, and the 
fact that it scarcely whimpered from the fall 
alarmed the parents’.

DISCOVERIES ‘BY EGYPTIAN EXPLORERS 


OW far back {t 4s necessary to go to 

‘find the earliest Egyptian civilization 

it is impossible to say, but that that 

period is exceedingly remote is abun- 

dantly proved by the remarkable dis- 
coveries recently made by the Egypt Explo- 
ration fund at Abydos under the superin- 
tendence of Professor W. M. Flinders Petrie. 
Objects of the First Dynasty (B. C. 47T7—B. 
C. 4514) were found in the cemeteries of the 
ancient City of Abydos—where, as tradition 
has it. was the tomb of Osiris—of such ar- 
tistically beautiful workmandghip that the 
skill and high state of civilization of those 


' who made and used them evoke astonish- 


ment. In a tomb of prehistoric date, cer- 


tainly earliér than 4800 B. ©., was found a ~ 


beautiful box of pottery, painted on a light- 
red ground, with dark-red figures of fishes, 
a boat, and gazelles (Ggure 1). Figure 2 


strikingly shows what perfection Repptian 
art had reached at the time-of the first, of 
the Pharaohs. It is a box ih the form of 
two half ducks, linked together by the talls, 
beautifully carved out of a single block of 
ivory, and used to contain eye paint—thus 
fairly “ giving away "’ the Egyptian dandies 
of 4800 B. C. From the same tomb afe the 
skillfully fashioned stone jars (figures 3, 4, 
5). which, by comparison with the pottery 
in the royal tombs, are proved to have be- 
longed to the beginning of the First Dynasty. 
By the side of fragments of royal drinkin 
bowls and furniture belonging to the Ki 

of the First Dynasty is a piece of pottery, 
part of a saucer, upon which is inscribed the 
oldest cursivé writing known, the accounts 
of workmen (figuré 6). Another receptacle 
for eye paint was found in a tomb, probably 
of the fourth King of the First Dynasty 


(4627 B. C.—4004 B. C.).. It ig in the form of 
a small, oblong palette of slate and beau- 
tifully made (figure7). The early perfection 
of metal working is shown in a pair of cop- 
per tweezers, so excellently made that a 
modern watchmaker might find them useful, 
and a copper harpoon of fine workmanship 

8 and 9). One of the most interest- 
ing exhibits at this wonderfully instructive 
collection is a group of painted Atgean pot- 
tery, of designs hitherto unknown. The 
tomb in which this pottery was found fixes 
its date at about 4500 B. C., the earliest dis- 
covered stage of the Greek pottery, and thus 
fixes the earliést point yet known in the 
history of Greek civilization (figures 10 and 
11).

NEW LIGHT ¢ 


One Now in Chicago Denies Accepted’ Ideal, g 


MICHAEL COOPRIANOFF, FORMER LIEUTENANT OF COSSACK): 


ICHAEL COOPRIANOFF, former 
imperial Cossack and attached to 
the Ninth Russian Cossack Regi- 
ment, is a resident of Chicago. He 
came here some years ago, when his 


health did not permit him to remain longer 


in the service of the Czar or to live in the 
pneumonia breathing steppes of the lower 
Russian Empire. 

From Cooprianoff, whose picture is shown, 
some light comes on the question as to what 
the Russian Cossacks really are. Americans 
are wont to imagine the fearless Russian 
rough riders to be men as savage as the 
American Indian and as cruel. 

Stories have been printed In America tell- 
ing how Cossacks have impaled their vic- 
tims upon the points of their sabers, carried 
heads on short spears, and no American 
romance dealing with incidents in Russia 
is complete without some allusion to the 
barbarities of the Cossack horsemen. . 

Now comes Mr. Cooprianoff, former Lieu- 
tenant in the Czar’s service. Not only does 
he declare the statements that his comrades 
at arms are brutal a lie, but he says that 
there is not a body of men so generally 
well educated and disciplined and so thor- 
oughly merciful in their mode of warfare as 
the Russian Cossacks. 

“ Our officers,” says he, “ are not only not. 
brutal but brutality on the part of the 
men would be severely punished on the 
instant. Of course, like in all regiments 
the world over, there are black sheep in 


every army. Often an entire division of an . 
army, sent by a government to some out of .

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|BEST AMERICAN GLACIER DESTROYED 


=NCLE SAM’S show glacier, one of 
the largest and most impressive 
} in the world, seems to have gone 
| to pleces—smashed by an earth- 
quake—and there is moyrning 
f among tourists, for whose spe- 
m cial benefit the mighty river of 
meee) ice that poured into Muir Inlet, 
glacier Bay, Alaska, was obviously intended. 
It was the most accessible of existing gla- 
clers, and a view of it was obtainable by 


* anybody who desired to behold an iceberg 


hatchery in full operation. The incubation 
of bergs, under conditions of the utmost im- 
aginable grandeur, went on all the time, and 
@ small fare would enable the casual ex- 
cursionist to view one of the most interest- 
ing phenomena of nature from the deck of 
a coastwise steamer. 

Acting Superintendent O. H. Tittman of 
the United States coast survey, who has just 
got back to Washington from Alaska, re- 
ports that recent rumors in regard to the 
fate of this superb glacier seem to ‘be only 
too well founded. 

“Many vessels, especially the tourist 
steamer Queen, have tried on each trip this 
summer to reach the glacier, which is at the 
head of Muir Inlet, but have encountered 
great flelds of ice at the entrance of Glacier 
Bay, and were unable to proceed up that 
erm of the sea more than a few miles, the 
pack extending toward the glacier in a solid 
mass,’ he said. ‘‘ Huge bergs, larger than 
any before known in those waters, occur in 
the pack, and apparently are grounded—that 
is to say, stranded on the bottom—notwith- 
Standing the fact that the depth is great. 


_, Bay Choked with Ice. 
“It has often happened in years goné b 
y 
that Glacler Bay has been filled with ice, 
but the latter has been drifted out by the 
ebb tide. Both the Captain and pilot of the 


- Queen say that they never saw such bergs 


in that vicinity as those which now help to 
choke up the passage. It seems unlikely that 
the bay will be open at any time this season, 
and, so far as is known, nobody has pene- 
trated to the foot of the glacier since Septem- 
ber of last year, when there was a great 
earthquake all along the Alaskan coast. 
“It was this tremendous convulsion that 
did the damage, seemingly. Such, at all 
events, is the opinion of the steamer Cap- 
tains who have visited that region recently, 
and I have little doubt that their theory 
is correct. Though nobody has been able to 
approach and investigate the present condi- 
tion of the glacier, nothing else could ac- 
count for the vast masses of ice that fill the 


.

bay. The numerous giant bergs are obvious- 
ly detached masses shaken off from the face 
of.the ice-river.”” 

The face of the Muir Glacier before the 
destructive earthquake was two miles in 
length and uplifted fts vertical cliffs 200 feet 
above the water. ‘At {ts foot the water was 
600 feet in depth, so thatthe ice-river was 
really 800 feet in thickness, or perhaps some- 
what more. . The bergs shaken off by the 
earthquake were veritable mountains of ice,

and, the bulk of them being submerged, have - 


become stranded on’*the bottom. Other gla- 
ciers in that region were damaged by the 
same convulsion—notably one at the head 


of Yakutat Bay, where some voyagers in a. 


small boat who happened to be on hand at 
the time saw the icebergs come tumbling 
at such a rate that they were nearly drowned 
by the waves thus caused. 


Surrounded by Ice. 


Professor H. F. Reid, who has made a more - 


extended study of the Muir Glacier than any 
other scientist, says: 

“ We once approached to within a quarter- 
mile of the ice cliffs, which towered impres- 
sively aboveus. Suddenly a large berg broke 
off, followed by a second, and then several 


arose from below. Great breakers, which. 


must have béen thirty Yeet high, rushed for- 
ward, but, fortunately subsided into an even 
swell before reaching us. The fragments of 
ice spread. out withygreat rapidity and in a 
few minutes quite surrounded our boat.”’ 

From this descriptién it would appear that 
even under ordinary cifcumstances it is not 
quite safe to approach too close to such 
an iceberg hatchery. Professor Reid says 
further: 

“When the ship steams up to within 200 
or 300 yards of the Muir Glacier the ice 
cliffs seem to grow higher and higher, and 
one begins to realize how stupendous they 
are. Think of a distance nearly two miles 
in some familiar locality, and imagine your- 
self walking that distance along the base of 
a vertical wall of ice as high as the higher 
church steeples, and you will gain @ con- 
ception of the actual size of the end of 
this glacier.” 


Ice Over 3,000 Feet Thick. 

Anciently, the. Muir Glacier was vastly 
larger than’ it is today. Only 100 years ago, 
the geologists say, the whole of Glacier Bay 
was one vast, gently sloping field of ice. In 
Muir Inlet the ice was probably as much as 
3,000 feet thick, and at the upper end, where 
the face of the present ice river was before 
the earthquake, it was 1,000 feet thicker. 
In those days it had a magnificent front six 


or eight miles across, from which large 
bergs must have broken off in great num- 
bers, making Gross Sound difficult to navi- 
gate. This, indeed, appears to have been 
the condition of affairs when Vancouver, 
the famous navigator, first beheld the gla- 
cier, and the description he gives of fit cor- 
responds. 

The glacier is still in the period of retreat, 
growing steadily smaller, and in the course 
of time it may disappear entirely, following 
the example of the so-called Dying Glacier 
in the same neighborhood, which is slowly 
but surely melting away, having already 
reached an advanced stage of decay so te 


speak. 

A giacier flows like any other river of 
water, but at a much slower rate. The 
velocity of the Muir ice river has been reck- 
oned at twenty-seven feet a day for the 
middle part of it, but this is thougift by some 
authorities to be an excessive estimate. The 
middle part of it is cut up by crevasses, some 
of which are of great size, but further to- 
ward the east the ice is so smooth that one 
could ride a bicycle over it. Captain Carroll 
of the Queen, a while ago, bullt a board walk 
across the moraine for the benefit of tourists. 

In the solid ice mass are found many cavi- 
ties filled with water, some of them of large 
size. These are sometimes called “ bath 
tubs,” and there has been a good deal of 
speculation as to their origin. It is now be- 
lieved, however, that they were originally 
crevasses, which have closed up incidentally 
to the movement of the great ice streams, 
the water contained in the crevasses being 
still held in and kept from freezing by the 
fact that the winter cold does not penetrate 
far below the surface of the ice—a rather 
curious phenomenon, by the way. 

other odd thing noticed by Professor 
Reid was certain stones, found in small pools 
in the Muir glacier, which were as brilliantly 
painted red as if a brush of vermilion pig- 
ment had been applied to them. He ascer- 
tained that the paint in question was actual- 
ly a pure culture of the so-called ‘‘ micrococ- 
cus ‘nivalis,’’ which is the kind of bacterium 
that makes red snow—a strange phemone- 
non that occurs occasionally in arctic re- 
gions. 

The mountains in the upper part of Glacier 
Bay, between Tidal and Muir Inlets, are 
quite green, and supply food to mountain 
goats and ground hogs. In places bushes of 
alder and cottonwood, ten or fifteen feet 
high, offer cover to the beautiful white and 
gray ptarmigan. On the opposite side of 
the bay strawberries grow profusely in 
August.

"A Protest from the Wall. 


InWhich ItIs Strivento Impart Night Thoughts, 
and the Strong Arm of Trooper Dulin Is Needed.

‘AND HIT THE WALL WITH A SICKENING SOUND." 


the Tien Tsin wall where the 
devil had sat for two days and 
nights, set my good friend Dulin 
and I, also Cow-Cow, the China 
boy, who in many ways was a 
living denial of the common be- 
lief that there is no virtue in the 
sallow skin of John Chinaman.

We three sat upon the Tien Tsin wall this 
night, as I have told you, and from the city 
below there was borne to our nostrils the 
odor of warm beeves just opened. Itis nota 
pleasant odor, but once sniffed it cannot be 
forgotten—that strange and awful! smell of 
fresh blood. The devil no longer sat upon 
the Tien Tsin wall. He was within the city 
now. . 

Why are men supreme? Once when the 
dry season had become a curse of Luzon I 
saw one of those great, placid, slow-moving 
caraboa bulls change into an unkillable fiend, 
because the water was out of his vast body 
and the heat was in his brain. The monster 
charged the crowded Escolta, and white men 
and black lay bleeding in his wake—bleeding 
and crushed and whimpering. When heat- : 
mafidened, the water buffalo is a fearful 
demon. I saw thousands like him in the 

* streets of Tien Tsin this day, but they were 
fiercer and more terrible, because they were 
different animals which are named mén. 
These animals are indeed terrible when the 
human is torn away and the naked beast is 
laid bare. 


I looked at Dulin. The big trooper was as 
sullen and savage as ever good manhood out- 
Taged can be. He was prone upon the wall, 
with his face hanging over and looking 
down. The dull, red giare of smoldering fires 
was reflected upon his features, and in the 
light I saw nothing but rage. It is hard 
enough to see the dead upon a field aftera 
clash of armed forces, but the sight is beau- 
tiful and an inspiration compared to the 

-futhiess butcheries of the strong over the 
weak. 

European and Oriental soldiers were drunk 
with all the abominable passions to which 
degenerated man is heir. Let it be granted 
that prizes.of war are legitimate. Govern- 
ments arerich.

hand, whose tears are dry, dry—you can best 
feel the nausea, and grasp the thoughts

I claim ho finer sense than other men for 
holding all these thoughts.
